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High School Soccer To Return To 
Garrett County This School Year 


The last high school soc- 
cer game played in Garrett 
County was in 1952 and 
now, thanks to a well- 
planned initiative by the 
local soccer association, this 
popular sport will rejoin the 
fall offerings of varsity com- 
petition at both local high 
schools. 

In a November, 1991, 
newspaper column, area 
sports writer Suter Kegg 
stated that only four schools 
in the state of Maryland 
lacked organized soccer pro- 
grams. He also predicted 
that within one or two years, 
soccer would return to Gar- 
rett County. His prediction 
was that Southern High 
School would lead and Nor- 
thern High would follow in 
short order; however, both 
schools will begin their cam- 
paigns this fall 

The key motivator in 
establishing soccer in the 
schools was the Mountaintop 
Soccer Association, which 
was founded in 1990 with 
about 100 area youth in- 
volved. By the end of the 
1992 season, participation 
had grown to 275 players 
from ages 4 to 17 years. 

"We set a goal of having a 
varsity program in five years 
and really felt that this was 
entirely reasonable,” stated 
Carole Ann Lavett, MSA 
president. "But we grew 
faster than we believed pos- 
sible. The older kids have 
developed their skills and 
some transplanted students 
to the area have come in 
with years ofiexperience and 
a need for a program to 
showcase their talents. We 
had to do something for 
these kids and felt that an 
information program with 
the Board of Education was 
the appropriate first course 
of action.” 

This initiative was led by 
Dave Spirk, who transferred 
to the area with Bausch & 
Lomb. Spirk had experience 
in the process, having assist - 
ed associations in Stephen- 
ville, Tex., and Conway, 
Ark., insimilar situations. In 
meetings with Luther Par- 
~ rack, supervisor of secondary 
education, and school super- 
intendent Dr. Jerome Rys-

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cavage, the MSA communi- 
cated the level of interest in 
the area. The presentation 
then went to the school 
activities review board, 
which then recommended 
the program to the Board of 
Education. 

"This Board was most 
receptive to the proposal,” 
Spirk said. “They truly re- 
sponded with the genuine 
interest of the kids at heart. 
Soccer is probably the least 
expensive sport to outfit and 
Maintain, so even in tight 
economic times it is afford- 
able.” 

This affordability was 
assisted by a $2,000 donation 
from the MSA to seed pro- 
grams at both high schools. 

Coaching the Northern 
Huskies will be Tom Ables, 
while Tom Powers will lead 
the Southern Rams. Both 
coaches held meetings in 
May to assess the level of 
interest prior to the final 
Board of Education vote. In 
each case, more than 50 
youth expressed a desire to 
play at the varsity level. 

"I knew we had interest,” 
Ables said, “but I was as- 
tounded at the turnout.” 
Ables went on to hold a 
soccer emphasis day with 
two outside teams playing an 
exhibition gaine, followed by 
a faculty game during the 
final weeks of school. “We 
should be competitive, al- 
though we know we'll be 
building the program for a 
couple years,” he said. 

Powers, who is a certified 


referee and has coached in 
the MSA program, said that 
he was "very pleased” with 
the turnout, but found it not 
at all surprising. “All you 
have to do is watch the kids 
on Saturday mornings to 
know that soccer’s time has 
come in Garrett County.” 

Both coaches will begin 
practice sessions on the first 
legal day. August 16. They 
will then be faced with an 
early challenge when they 
participate in a pre-season 
tournament with Fort Hill at 
Allegany Community College 
in Cumberland. Action will 
begin at 9 a.m. 

The Northern and South- 
ern coaching staffs expect to 
trim rosters to a manageable 
size before the regular sea- 
son openers. “This is where 
the MSA fits in,” stated Don 
Nuce, MSA chief coordina- 
tor. "In the event a student 
is unable to make the varsity 
squad, we want them to 
continue their skill develop- 
ment by playing in the MSA 
program. Everyone planning 
to play soccer this fall should 
register now to guarantee 
themselves placement on a 
recreational team. Even the 
varsity players can partici- 
pate in the MSA program on 
Saturdays if they so desire.”

Invitational

came to Deep Creek he 
swept the championship.

"There are presently two 
coaches from Allegany Coun- 
ty in the majors, one out- 
standing major leaguer from 
Keyser (John Kruk), and a 
Hall of Famer from Lona- 
coning (Lefty Grove),” Wild- 
esen added. 

"I believe Frederick Coun- 
ty has the best baseball in 
Maryland, followed by the 
Hagerstown area and the 
Garrett/Allegany area a close 
third,” he said.

Stemming from that same 
case, Michael D. Martin, 33, 
and David M. Piggott, 34, 
both of Canton, were both 
cleared of drug charges 
against them because of 
insufficient evidence. 

The four had been 
charged on May 29 at a drug 
check point. Police observed 
them making a U-turn when 
they observed the check 
point and they were appre- 
hended. Both females report- 
edly admitted they had mari- 
juana and each produced two 
small bags for police. 

Vickie L. Smith, 39, Deer 
Park, was sentenced last 
week after she had been 
found guilty of two counts of 
forgery and three counts of 
theft scheme in District 
Court on April 6.

Smith had initially been

she had written checks 
against companies she was 
employed by and illegally 
received money from those 
checks. She also reportedly 
used a credit card without 
the permission of the owner. 
She had not been given 
authorization to sign those 
checks.

It was just a year ago that l 
saw something that 1 wan quite 
sure would never be possible 10 
my lifetime [stood at the broad 
Pot sdammer Platz inw bat used 
to be West Berlin and then 
walked across the ground that

by the infamous Berlin Wall: 1 
went tothe Brandenberg Gate 
and where once the way was 
barred by barbed wire and

We are one people." we 
are now realizing that in 50 
years of separation and hostil- 
ity wehad actually become two 
different peoples * The real bar- 
riers were not of conerete and 
barbed wire but of ideas and

Free And Reduced 
Lunch Guidelines 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer recently announced 
the revised Maryland’s In- 
come Eligibility Guidelines 
for free and reduced price 
meals and free milk. The 
guidelines will be in effect 
froin July 1, 1093, through 
June 30, 1994. 

Entitlement to free and 
reduced price meals or free 
milk is determined by house- 
hold size and income. A child 
from a family of four, for 
example, will be entitled to a 
free lunch and/or breakfast, 
or where available, a free 
milk, if the household's 
current income is below 
$18,655. Last year the figure 
was $18,135. 

This coming school year 
students will pay 40 cents 
for a reduced price lunch 
and 30 cents for a reduced 
price breakfast if, for exam- 
ple, the income for a house- 
hold of four is between 
$18,655 and $26,548. Last 
year’s figures in that catego- 
ry were $18,135 to $25,808. 

These guidelines are used 
by schools, institutions, and 
centers participating in the 
National School Lunch Pro- 
gram, the School Breakfast 
Program, the Special Milk 
Program, and the Child and 
Adult Care Food Program. 
With the exception of split- 
session pre-kindergarten and 
kindergarten programs that

do not have access to meals, 
schools that participate in 
federally funded meal pro- 
grams, such as the National 
School Lunch Program and 
the School Breakfast Pro- 
gram, do not receive subsi- 
dies for one-half pints of 
milk. 

Separate servings of milk 
will be available free to eligi- 
ble students in schools that 
participate in the Special 
Milk Program and that have 
elected the free milk option. 

Application forms with a 
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letter to parents will be sent 
to families with children in 
school at or near the begin- 
ning of the school year. 
Information provided on the 
application is confidential 
and will be used only for the 
purpose of determining and 
verifying eligibility. 

This year most of the 
public school systems will 
use a method called "Direct 
Certification" to approve 
students for free meals or 
free milk and reduced price 
meals. This method is avail- 
able as the result of a part- 
nership between the Food 
Stamp Policy Division of the 
Department of Human Re- 
sources and the Nutrition 
and Transportation Services 
Office of the Maryland State 
Department of Education. 
This method allows students 
who have been certified for 
food stamps or Aid to Fami- 
lies with Dependent Children 
to receive free meals without 
completing an application. It 
is designed to reduce paper- 
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work and improve the deliv- 
ery of nutritional benefits to 
Maryland’s low income chil- 
dren in public schools. 

In the operation of the 
child feeding program, no 
child will be discriminated 
against because of race, 
color, sex, age, disability, 
national origin, or ability to 
pay. If any member of a 
household believes that have 
been discriminated against, 
he or she should write to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, 
Washington, D.C. 20250. 

Because of federal re- 
quirements, counties verify 
income information con- 
tained on three percent of all 
approved applications for 
free and reduced price meals. 
Applications will not be 
verified until after they have 
been approved. The applica- 
tions to be verified will be 
randomly selected, and 
households selected for veri- 
fication will be notified by 
the school and told what 
type of documentation they 
will have to submit to prove 
that their income has been 
correctly reported on the 
application. 

A copy of the current 
policy will be on file and 
accessible to parents in each 
school. Parents who are 
dissatisfied with the ruling 
on benefits for their children 
may appeal the decision 
according to procedures 
outlined in the policy state- 
ment.

SHA Issues 
Truckers Map 


The most dangerous 
speed on the highway is 0 
miles per hour, according to 
Maryland State Highway 
Administration (SHA) offi- 
cials. When large trucks park 
on shoulders of primary 
routes, 0 mph becomes the 
most dangerous speed, espe- 
cially at night. Studies show 
that 60% of parked truck 
accidents on 55 mph high- 
ways occur at night. In addi- 
tion, an accident involving a 
parked truck is five times 
more likely to result in a 
fatality than an accident 
involving other parked vehi- 
cles, according to the offi- 
cials. 

Therefore, the Maryland 
Department of Transporta- 
tion (MDOT), SHA devel- 
oped the Truckers Map, a 
descriptive map outlining 
legal nighttime and 24-hour 
truck parking areas, truck 
routes, and bridge and tun- 


nel requirements. Available 
for $1 each to offset printing 
and postage, the Truckers 
Map also lists hauling permit 
and emergency information. 

“Truckers parking along 
highways for non-emergency 
reasons can be deterred by 
advising them where to 
legally and safely park when 
they get tired,” said MDOT 
Secretary O. James Light- 
hizer. “The Truckers Map is 
a great way to provide infor- 
mation to some of Mary- 
land’s most frequent high- 
way users.” 

As part of Maryland’s 
Legal Access Policy, certain 
trucks must take the short- 
est practical route between 
the Truck Routing System 
and a truck terminal or 
point of origin/destination 
for cargo and their routes 
cannot be altered for more 
than one mile to food, fuel, 
rest or repair facilities. The 
Truckers Map outlines these 
routes and lists restrictions 
for the Baltimore Harbor 
Tunnel (1-895) and Fort 
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McHenry Tunnel (I-95) on 
hazardous materials such as 
flammable gases and liquids, 
explosives, and corrosives. In 
addition, the map highlights 
bridges and toll facilities 
with size and weight restric- 
tions. 

“We understand drivers 
need to rest because of fa- 
tigue,” said SHA Administra- 
tion Hal Kassoff. “However, 
highway shoulders are a 
dangerous place to rest.

Pasture Through Supplementation 


The renewed interest in 
intensive grazing systems 
among dairy producers in 
the Northeast has been 
driven primarily by the ree- 
ognition that pasture can 
provide an economical 
source of forage for dairy 
cattle This movement has 
created a demand for infor- 
mation about the effective 
utilization of pasture with 
high producing cows. One 
of the major challenges 
faced by dairy producers 
using Intensive grazing sys- 
tems is proper supplemen- 
tal feeding of high quality 
pasture to achieve a profit: 
able level of milk produc- 
hon Inarecent Penn State 
survey of dairy producers 
using pasture. the most se- 
rious management prob- 
lems identified were vania- 
tion in pasture yield and 
quality during the summer 
balaneing rations with pas- 
ture. and estimating feed 
intake. or in summary -

Forage quality changes 
frequently during agrazing 
season necessitating the 
possible need for penodic 
sampling and analysis of 
pastures, and occasional 
adjustments m supplemen- 
tal feeding programs.

protein may lack the essen- 
tial amino acids to support 
high milk production. Al- 
though the total protein in 
pasture may be high. the

Energy 

Energy intake is likely 
the must huang nutrient 
for profitable milk produc- 
tion and normal reproduc- 
tive performance with pas- 
tures as the sole source of 
forage The nonfiber carbo- 
hydrate (NFC) of grass pas- 
tures tends to be low (15 to 
20% of DM). thus NFC 
suppleinentation from 
grains is needed NFC ts a 
major source of energy for 
the cow Cows under graz- 
ing conditions often have 
lower body condition com- 
pared to cows under con- 
fined feeding, suggesting 
the need for more energy 
Thus, the body condition of 
the cows in addition to the 
milk production level must 
be considered when estab- 
lishing the amount of grain 
to be fed The amount of 
grain ted can have longterm 
effects on energy balance 
andinturn on milk produc- 
tion body weight and con- 
dition changes. and on re- 


productive performance 
These factors must be con- 
sidered when formulating a 
supplenientation program 
Shelled corn can serve as a 
base source of NFC and en- 
ergy to utilize the high DIP 
from the pasture Other 
grains and by products 


should be considered if 
available and economical 
Protein 

As discussed, the total 
protein content of high qual- 
ity pasturecan be high with 
proper grazing manage- 
ment, often exceeding 25% 
in spring or late fall As 
mentioned, 70 to 80% of the 
protein in high quality pas- 
ture is degradable in the 
rumen leaving 20 to 30% of 
the total forage protein to 
escape the rumen and reach 
the small intestine With 
high quality pastures, little 
supplemental protein ap- 
pears to be needed to meet 
requirements for total pro- 
tein. However. supplemen- 
tation with a higher 
undegradable protem source 
with the proper amounts of 
hmiting amino acids avail- 
able to the small intestine 
may be beneficial under 
grazing conditions. 

Energy:Protein 

Research has focused on 
the interaction of protein 
and carbohydrate in dairy 
cattle feeding (Hoover and 
Stokes, 1991. J Dairy Sci. 
74 32630) Since the combi- 


nation of protem and en- 
ergy have even more mean- 
ing than each component 
alone protein requirements 
can only be defined when 
the energy intake is known, 
and vice versa’ Extensive 
research has focused on cou- 
pling the degradability of 
both protein and energy 
with a goal of maximizing 
microbial protein yield and 
flow to the small intestine 
In practical field applhiea- 
tions, nutritionists are now 
attempting to match the 
amount and degradation 
rate of the degradable in- 
take protein (DIP) and the 
amount and degradation 
rate of nonfiber carbohy- 
drate (NFC). Although re- 
search in progress will en- 
hance our knowledge and 
refine the applications of the 
concept, nutritionists are 
currently developing feed- 
ing programs for high pro- 
ducing cows with 35-10% 
NFC and | ]-12% DIP of the 
ration DM or about a 3:1 
NFC:DIP ratio 

How does this relate to 
pasture? The DIP in most 
pastures is 70-80% of the 
total protein or 13 to 16% of 
the pasture DM (20% total 
protein x .80% as DIP = 16% 
of pasture DM) Most high 
quality pastures are low in 
NFC (15 to 25% of the DM). 
thus the NFC:DIP ratio is

Can You Freeze Greens? 

Yes beet greens, chard. collards, kale. mustard greens, 
spinach and turnips greens can all be successfully preserved 
frozen. A lot of gardeners have many more greens than the 
family and friendscan consume If you're like me, you let the 
leaves get too mature in just trying to keep up with eating 
them 

For freezing you should select young and tender leaves 
Wash them very well and remove tough stems and imperfect 
leaves. Cut the leaves of Swiss Chard into pieces as desired 
The next step is to water blanch. Blanch beet greens, kale. 
chard and mustard greens, turnip greens and spmach for 
twominutes Collards should be blanched forthree minutes 
After blanching, cool promptly in cold water and drain. Pack 
thegreens intocontainers, leaving 4%” headspace. Seal, label 
and freeze 

The “Devilish” Cabbage Worm 

I have seem some really ragged looking cabbage plants 
this summer. Those plain white butterflies that are so 
common in the summer are the adult stage of the imported 
cabbage worm. The female will lay eggs in the leaves and 
within a week it will hatch into a smooth, green caterpillar 
that chews on the leaves 

In our area we generally experience four generations 
one in early spring and three during the summer. Summer 
populatian can build to the point of complete destruction of 
the plant. 

There are many effectivecontrols. If you don't care touse 
chemical controls, you can cover the plants with floating row 
covers such as Reemay that prevents the butterflies from 
laying eggs in the plant. You can hand pick the caterpillars. 
but it takes a lot of tune. 

My recommendation would be to use bacillus 
thuringiensis, a natural bacterium. which gives good control 
against the cabbage worm. look for it in garden centers as 
dipel or thunicide. Do not start treatment until you see signs 
of damage 

Should You Break Over Onion Tops? 

Some gardeners break over the green tops of growing 
onions because they believe it increases bulb growth. In- 
stead, this practice slows the rate of food manufacturing in 
the tops slowing bulb enlargement. Final bulb size is actu- 
ally smaller than where tops were left alone Breaking over 
green tops also encourages neck rot If you need to restrict 
bulb size and hasten bulb maturity, instead of breaking over 
the tops. cut the onions lateral roots late m the season by 
inserting a spade along the row near the bulb

fore. NFC (starch) from 
grain sources are likely 
needed to match with the 
high DIP as we attempt to 
maximize the efficiency of 
rumen fermentation and to 
increase milk per cow 

Mineral Supplementa- 
tion 

Supplemental minerals 
are needed and should be 
provided in the concentrate 
because most pasture 1s low 
inphosphorus, magnesium. 
and calcium (if grass is the 
major pasture) compared to 
requirements. Supplemen- 
tal magnesium is particu- 
larly critical in the spring to 
minimize the risk of grass 
tetany and should be about 
30%. Potassium is fre- 
quently high in pastureand 
can predispose the cows to 
grass tetany. Specific inin- 
eral mixtures should be 
based on forage tests 
Supplementation of trace 
minerals 1s needed particu- 
larly selenium, copper and 
zinc. Trace mineralized salt 
should be included in the 
grain mixture and may be 
provided free choice The 
concentration of most min- 
erals must be higher tn the 
concentrate mix compared 
to stored feeding because 
less grain is usually fed 

Summary 

The continual changing 
of pasture quantity and 
quality during the grazing 
season. the inability to ac- 
curately measure and esti- 
mate DMI, the poor utiliza- 
tion of protein in pastures. 
the “slug” feeding of grain. 
and other problems make 
the art and science ofsupple- 
mental feeding of pastures 
a challenge.

Alan Kauffman, pastor of

As of June 30. 1993. First 
United's deposits stood at 
$313.49 million, a $7.9 mil- 
lion increase over the bal- 
ance one year ago.

Competency Exam 
Set For Thanos 


Convicted murderer John 
F. Thanos expressed on 
Tuesday that he wished to 
waive any rights to further 
appeals and wanted to fire 
his public defender. Garrett 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Fred A. Thayer ordered that 
acompetency examination of 
Thanos be conducted within 
seven days by the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene. 

The hearing brought 
Thanos back to Garrett 
County for the first time 
since June 1992 when Tha- 
yer sentenced him to death 
for the 1990 murders of two 
Baltimore County teenagers. 

Thanos formally informed 
the court on Tuesday that he 
wanted “to terminate and 
sever ail ties (with the public 
defender) completely." He 
also stated that he wanted 
no further review of the 
death sentence because "peo- 
ple are getting on my nerves 
and they are exploiting me.” 

Thayer explained that the 
judicial system requires a 
formal competency review 
before another hearing is 
given.

County Officials Examine Options For 
Adopting Special Habitat Protection 


Faced with a mandate 
from the state that requires 
local jurisdictions to define 
and identify habitats of 
threatened or endangered 
species, the Garrett County 
Planning Commission has 
been working during the last 
few months to understand 
the options available and to 
determine the implicationsofi 
those options. 

Toward that end, the 
commission has heard views 
from representatives of the 
Natural Heritage Program, 
as well as from county offi- 
cials and interested citizens, 
to determine whether the 
Maryland list of endangered 
species or the federal list is 
more appropriate for the 
county’s plan. 

Defining, identifying, and 
preserving habitats for en- 
dangered species is but one 
aspect of the entire process 
now being undertaken to 
update the county’s master 
plan. 

While the option of adopt- 
ing the federal list -- which 
would require the county to 
protect only two endangered 
species -- is the one favored 
by the Garrett County Com- 
missioners, the Natural 
Heritage Program has made 
a case for the adoption of the 
Maryland list which identi- 
fies 400 species, 92 of which 
have been identified in Gar- 
rett County.

High School To 
Begin Sept. 13 


Evening high school, 
which is an alternative to 
the regular school day where 
students can earn credit 
toward graduation, will be- 
gin in Garrett County Sep- 
tember 13, according to 
Luther D. Parrack, director 
of secondary education for 
the Board of Education 

Classes, which will be 
held Monday through Thurs- 
day evenings beginning at 
5:40 p.m. throughout the 
regular school year, are 
offered free of charge to 
Garrett County residents. 
Parrack said there is no age 
limit, as long as students are 
working toward obtaining 
their high school diploma. 

Students must meet the 
graduation requirements 
that applied the year they 
first entered ninth grade. 
Courses are offered over a 
two- or three-year sequence 
for students needing 10th 
grade level classes or above. 
Students may attempt from 
one-half to five credits per 
year. Day students who need 
an extra credit to graduate 
may attend both day and 
evening school. 

A regular Maryland high 
achool diploma is awarded 
when all graduation require- 
ments are completed, Par- 
rack said, adding that eve- 
ning school students who 
complete the requirements 
may participate in the annu- 
al high school commence- 
ment ceremonies. 

Parrack said that evening 
high school should not be 
confused with the GED 
program, which offers a 
diploma based on examina- 
tion in the major subject 
areas. 

"Students attend evening 
high school for many rea- 
eons,” Parrack said. “Some 
have had to leave regular 
school early and now realize 
that they need a high school 
diploma to advance in their

A Mis-Directed Step... 


We are diatreased about the paasage of President 
Chnton’'s economic package by Congress this week and 
believe that the “amoke and mirrors” that Presidents 
Bush and Reagan were accused of using are definitely 
being utilized by the current adminwtration. 

Proponents of Clinton's plan maintain that this is a 
"help the poortax the nch” program, however, we see 
it as another huge burden placed on the shoulders of 
small businesses, which in turn affects the majonty of 
Amencan workers. While proponents of the Clinton 
package tell us that the nch will bear most of the 
burden as their individual income tax rates will 
increase from 31 to 44 percent, it is estimated that 75 
percent of the new tax revenue will come out of the 
pockets of small businesses, the backbone of the 
nation’s workforce.

Share - Call To Social Justice 


(Editor's Note: The following article was written by 
Melanie Pratt Dimaio, SHARE representative for 
Garrett and Allegany countiea, regarding the SHARE 
community development and food distribution 
project.) 

SHARE (Self-Help and Resource Exchange) is a non- 
profit community development and food distribution 
program that recently became available in Western 
Maryland. SHARE Western Maryland is a satellite location 
of SHARE Baltimore. Chuck Hammel, owner of Pitt-Ohio 
express, has graciously donated use of his warehouse for D- 
Day (SHARE term for distribution day) as well as 
transportation of staple items. 

The concept of SHARE is simple: in exchange for $13 
(cash or independence card) and two hours of community 
service, persons can receive about $30 worth of good, 
nutritious food once a month. This food package consists of 
four-five frozen meats, eight-10 fresh fruits and vegetables, 
and one-three staple items. There is no limit on the number 
of food packages participants may order. 

SHARE's efforts are rooted in response to a spiritual call 
to social justice. SHARE began in 1983 in California and has 
since spread nationwide. Today, there are 23 cities which 
sponsor SHARE. Each month, approximately 350,000 people 
are served nationwide. 

The uniqueness of SHARE is that everyone is eligible to 
participate. "If you eat, you qualify,” is our motto. SHARE 
believes that all people have something valuable to 
contribute to their communities. With the two-hour 
community service'volunteer requirement, participants are 
given the opportunity to celebrate what is unique to them as 
individuals as they bring their special talents together for 
the common good. 

Community service is defined as anything you do to help 
someone (outside your immediate family) without receiving 
any monetary payments. 

One of the primary goals of SHARE is to encourage 
community building by stimulating the idea of service to one 
another. The two hours of community service can be served 
to fit into each individual's schedule. 

It can take the form of helping run the SHARE host site, 
assisting any service agency such as Red Cross or Meals on 
Wheels, volunteering for churches. hospitals, nursing homes, 
schools, or senior centers. Any help with outreach efforts 
counts toward your SHARE volunteer commitment. 

The SHARE program rewards people who are currently 
providing community service. It also provides a wonderful 
opportunity to bring “new blood" into the folds of 
volunteerism. 

People participate in the SHARE program through host 
sites. These host sites serve as the monthly registration and 
food package pick up locations. But they are more than that. 
Host sites are neighborhood-oriented places where 
participants are warmly welcomed and treated as friends. 
The registration team 1s always ready to answer questions 
about the program, provide volunteer opportunity 
suggestions, and share past menus. 

Registration time is most always the end of the first week 
of the month. But that 1s just the beginning of the SHARE 
cycle. After all the paperwork is mailed in, participants are 
busy building their communities with their volunteer efforts. 
The coordinator receives the SHARE menu and posts it so 
SHARE participants can plan their marketing and menu 
plans accordingly. The transportation team leader lines up 
the necessary drivers for D-Day pick-up. 

The distribution team leader lines up his volunteers for 
D-Day, many of whom are obtained during registration sign- 
up. The volunteer coordinator calls former werehouse 
volunteers and host site coordinators to get warehouse D- 
Day volunteers. As is evident, much teamwork is necessary 
to prepare for a successfull D-Day which is held on the fourth 
Saturday of each month. D-Day begins at 5:30 a.m. when 
SHARE Baltimore staff and volunteers load the trucks at the 
Linthicum warehouse. The truck arrives at 9 a.m. at Pitt- 
Ohio Express in Cumberland where Mike Jewell works very 
hard unloading and setting up the huge quantities of food 
At 9:30 a.m. the warehouse volunteers arrive and receive 
their instructions on how to be escorts and dock checkers. 

At 10 a.m. the host sites’ transportation teams begin to 
fill the warehouse with activity. Organized chaos is a good 
term to use to describe the atmosphere as groups are 
assigned to specific docks and volunteers. Activity is pretty 
constant all morning long as the mounds of food steadily 
decrease. There is a feeling of camaraderie among 
transportation team members and warehouse volunteers as 
volunteers request to serve the same groups monthly 
because they enjoy spending time with them. 

SHARE is making community partners in Garrett 
County. To date, host sites have been set up at the following 
locations: Grantsville - St, Paul's United Methodist Church, 
the Rev. Tim Allen, 359-5201; Eastern Garrett Volunteer 
Fire Department, Charles Ross, 689-8981; Accident, 724-

Resident Canada 
Geese Hunting 


Season Initiated 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., announced last week 
that the first-ever September 
hunting season for resident 
Canada geese will be 
implemented this year on an 
experimental basis in the 14 
Maryland counties located 
west of the Chesapeake Bay. 

Maryland’s population of 
non-migratory, locally 
produced Canada geese has 
increased dramatically over 
the past decade, according to 
DNR officials. Recent 
surveys indicate that 15,000 
to 20,000 geese inhabit the 
state during the summer, 
and the number continues to 
grow. As the population has 
risen, so have problems 
associated with these birds, 
as some local flocks have 
become a nuisance to 
landowners and are causing 
damage to agricultural crops. 

“One management tool 
that will help slow the 
growth of this population of 
geese is an early Septeinber 
season, which will be 
initiated on an experimental 
basis this year,” Dr. Brown 
said. “The early September 
season will allow a limited 
harvest of resident geese 
while posing no threat to the 
state’s declining migrant 
Canada goose population, 
which nests in northern 
Quebec and arrives in 
Maryland in late September.” 

The experimental season 
will be held Sept. 7-15, prior 
to the arrival of migrant 
geese. Hunters will be 
permitted to take three geese 
daily with a possession limit 
of six. DNR District Wildlife 
Manager Leslie Johnston 
explained that the new hunt- 
ing season will have “very 
little impact” in Garrett 
County. Since they cannot 
be hunted in the state parks 
and since there doesn’t seem 
to be too many hunters in 
the county interested in 
hunting the resident Canada 
geese. She said the geese are 
more of a problem in the 
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counties east of Western 
Maryland 

Johnaton also noted that 
resident geese ere a sub- 
species of the larger migrato- 
ry Canada geese 

In addition to a valid 
hunting license and federal 
and state duck stamp, each 
goose hunter must carry on 
his person a “September 
Canada Gooae Season Per- 
mit.” Permits, which are 
free, will be available begin- 
ning August 1, and may be 
obtained at DNR Service 
Centers (call 410-974-3211 
for locations) and Wildlife 
Division District offices (call 
410-974-3195 for locations). 

Written requests for the 
September Canada Goose 
Season Permit should be 
forwarded to the Wildlife 
Division office in Annapolis, 
and must be accompanied by 
a self-addressed stamped 
envelope. The request must 
include the hunter’s name, 
address, and daytime tele- 
phone number. Requests 
should be mailed to: Goose 
Permit, DNR Wildlife Divi- 
sion, 580 Taylor Avenue, 
Annapolis, MD 21401. Per- 
mits can also be obtained by 
calling the Wildlife Division 
office in Annapolis at 410- 
974-3195. 

Hunters are required to 
keep a daily record of their 
hunting and goose harvest. 
A self-addressed, postage- 
paid Harvest Report Card is 
provided with the permit 
and must be completed and 
returned to the DNR Wild- 
life Division by September 
25. Biologists will use this 
data to evaluate hunter 
participation and harvest. 

"Hunting resident Canada 
geese in early September 
requires a change in tactics 
from typical fall hunting,” 
said DNR Wildlife Division 
Director Josh Sandt. “Before 
the season, hunters should 
scout local flock movements 
to determine feeding and 
flight pattern, which can be 
quite different than later in 
autumn.” 

Since people will be par- 
ticipating in other water- 
related forms of recreation 
during this time of year, 
hunters are asked to use 
good judgment in selecting 
areas to hunt to avoid con- 
flict, send a DNR spokesper- 
son

LYME DISEASE - SHOULD YOU WORRY? 


Lyme Disease is a tick- 
borne illness that may cause 
heart problems, arthritis and 
nervous system abnormali- 
ties. Fortunately, with new 
research, faster detection 
and better treatment has 
minimized the potential 
problems. This does not 
mean that one can be care- 
less, being better informed 
will make the difference. 

The responsible tick 
mostly lives on deer, but can 
also be found on mice and 
dogs. A regular dog tick is 
much larger that the ixodes 


tick carrying the bacterium. 
Only a small percentage of 
the people who are bitten by 
an infected tick develop 
Lyme Disease. If the disease 
is detected early, it is almost 
always curable with antibiot- 
ics. Only 10-20% of the in- 
fected people progress to 
develop chronic arthritis or 
neurological problems. In the 
rest, the disease will run its 
course in a few weeks or 
months without further 
signs 80% of the cases occur 
along the north-eastern coast 
from Massachusetts to Mary-

People bitten and infected 
by the tick develop a “bulls 
eye” ring of redness at the 
area of the bite within 5 
weeks of being bitten. The 
ring of redness surrounds a 
central pale, red or bluish 
area. The rash may later 
appear on other parts of the 
body and be accompanied by 
flu-like symptoms, muscle 
and joint pain especially in 
the knees. Other than the 
rash, blood tests can confirm 
the presence of antibodies, 
but false readings are com- 
mon. 

Researchers determined 
that an infected tick must 
feed perhaps 48 hours before 
the bacteria can be transmit- 
ted. Prevention consists of 
knowing how to avoid tick 
bites. If you walk in high 
grass or woods, wear long 
sleeves and pants and tight- 
en them around wrists and 
ankles. Spray clothing and 
exposed skin with DEET (N- 
diethyltoluamide 30%). Do 


not use on face, infants or

A truck from Miller Recy- 
cling, pictured abova, left 
Bausch & Lomb on July 20 
with 29 bales of cardboard, 
weighing approximately 
26,100 pounds. Members of 
the B&L Recycle- 
/Environmental Process 
Team, Genesis, have worked 
hard to comply with the 
Maryland state law to reduce 
the dumping in the landfill 
by 15% and to recycle. An- 
other truck load of unusable 
plastic trays and aluminum 
was also removed by Brock 
Steel. 

The Genesis Advisory 
Board recommended that 
one full-time employee be 
given the job to collect recy- 
clable material daily. Wayne 
Alexander is the supervisor 
who also assists in coordina- 
tion of this effort. If re- 
quired, extra help is used 
from other employees in the 
plant. 

Members of the Re- 
cycle/Environmental Team 
are: Stephanie Lang, leader; 
Linda Bray, recorder; Al 
Coberly, facilitator, Bonnie 
Thoman, area team repre- 
sentative; Paul Thoman, Deb 
Taylor, Louise Rodeheaver, 
Colin Miller, John Frazee, a 
rotating member of the 
cafeteria staff; Selvyn 


Brown, facility environmen- 
tal/safety; Roger Braithwaite, 
and Wayne Alexander. The 
Recycle Team was started 
two years ago by other mem- 
bers of Bausch & Lomb who 
pioneered this effort by fo- 
cusing on aluminum cans.

spokesman, Genesis is a 
structured organization at 
Bausch & Lomb where any 
employee seeing a problem 
may initiate a project team 
to resolve the problem.

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Man Accused Of 
Credit Card Theft 


And Forgery 


An Elkton man and a 17- 
year-old juvenile were appre-

"Mini-Mesters" 
To Be Offered 
At GCC Campus 


Two short-term “mini- 
mesters” will be offered by 
Garrett Community College 
during the fall semester, 
according to Joan B. Craw- 
ford, director of enrollment 
development. She said both 
are designed to serve differ- 
ent populations of the adult 
community. 

The first of these will be 
a seven-week morning aes- 
sion titled Gateway to Col- 
lege, with classes meeting 
four days a week, Monday 
through Thursday, October 
18 - December 2. This ses- 
sion has been planned to 
encourage mature adults to 
further their education by 
taking college courses. It will 
include two introductory 
level three-credit courses, 
Expository or Intermediate 
Writing, and Introduction to 
Humanities, and a one-credit 
Orientation and Study Skills 
seminar.

The other “mini-mester” is 
an eight-week evening and 
Saturday morning session 
designed especially for per- 
sons in the business commu- 
nity. It will include two 
three-credit courses: Intro- 
duction to Computers and 
Special Topics in Business- 
Taxes and each class will 
meet one evening and Satur- 
day morning for eight weeks, 
from October 18 - December 
11. 

Students may register for 
the “mini-mester” at the 
Registrar’s Office of the 
college until October 13.

County officials are con- 
cerned that if the state list is 
adopted development would 
be unduly curtailed because 
of the inherent restrictions 
in preserving habitats. 

"The problem is not that 
we don’t think endangered 
species should be protected,” 
stated Commissioner John 
Braskey. “It’s just that we 
don't want to be forced by 
the state to do it. Besides 
that, when the bill passed, it 
specified that the local juris- 
dictions would have the 
option to go with either the 
state or the federal list. Now 
the Maryland Attorney 
General's office has been 
contacted to see if we are 
required to go with the state 
list.” 

Braskey was referring to 
Director of Maryland Natu- 
ral Heritage Program Janet 
McKegg’s formal request to 
the Attorney General's office 
seeking an opinion on 
whether or not the local 
jurisdictions, in fact, do have 
the right to decide which list 
to use. 

Commissioners Brenda 
Butscher and Elwood Groves 
both agree that adopting the 
federal list would be prefera- 
ble to the state list. 

"I don't think we should 
adopt the state list,” stated 
Butscher at a recent meeting 
with Garrett County Depart- 
ment of Planning and Zon- 
ing Director John Nelson. 
Butscher then added, "Natu- 
ral Heritage has too much 
power as it is.” 

Commissioner Groves 
stated, “The thing that up-

sets me the worst about all 
this is that they said the 
counties would set the pa- 
rameters, and now they're 
saying we have to do it their 
way. It’s a breach of faith.” 

e Nelson stated that the 
planning commission was 
“surprised” when it learned 
from McKegg that the local 
jurisdictions might not have 
a choice regarding which list 
is to be adopted. 

Nelson also reported that 
public hearings will be held 
in the future so that inter- 
ested citizens may have a 
chance to present their 
views. 

Thompson told the plan- 
ning commission that most 
of the unique habitats are in 
areas that are unsuitable for 
development anyway, and 
that the Natural Heritage 
Program is "more interested 
in areas that have a lot of 
diversity, a lot of species.” 

Thompson also urged the 
commission to think of the 
special habitats in the coun- 
ty as "something special you 
can work with instead of an 
impediment to development.” 

He also discussed the 
apparent trend of fewer 
amphibians worldwide, and 
noted that biologists have 
not yet determined the rea- 
son for that trend. "When 
these species start declining, 
we need to find out why 
because whatever is causing 
their decline is affecting us 
too,” he said.

Background Scripture: 

Ephesians 5 1-20 
Devotional Rending: 

Ephesians # 10-32 

The most important ques- 
tion is not whether you are 
Lutheran or Methodist, Bap- 
tist or Episcopalian, Adventist 
or Pentecostal. Protestant or 
Orthodox or Roman Catholic-- 
but whether youare “darkness” 
or “light " With that exception, 
all of the rest may be simple 
labels -what Paul calls "empty 
words" (5:6)--and have little to 
do with how we respond tothe 
God we parochially confess 

If we are true followers of 
Christ, Ephesians says” once 
you were darkness, but now 
youare light inthe Lord * Being 
“darkness” 1s something that 
weare to leave behind when we 
seck to follow Christ Hf we are 
faithful to Godin Christ. we are 
to"walkaschildren ofthe hight” 
(5 8) 

"Darkness." “light.” and 
“children ofthe light,” of course. 
are metaphors But the mean- 
ing behind these metaphors 1s 
not difficult to perceive To put 
itvery pragmatically, when you 
walk into a room. do you bring 
It and those within “light” or 
“darkness”? | believe it was 
Virgil How ard who put it even 
more simple and pragmatically 
“When people sce you coming. 
are they glad?" 

THE FRUIT OF LIGHT 

Sometimes. when [have ex- 
pressed admiration for some 
Hindus. Buddhists or Moslems 
[have met, my Christian fnends 
have been somewhat shocked 
and dismayed On the level of 
ideas, | certainly find Christi- 
anity superior But onthe more 
pragmatic level of “lght” and 
“darkness.” | discern that God 
has not failed to provide wit- 
nesses to the Chnst within all 


human religions There is noth. 
ing all that esoteric about the 
metaphors of “light” and "dark 
ness“ Ephesians says “for the 
fruit of light 1m found in all that 
is good and nght and true” (5 
thave known professed Chris. 
thans who do not represent “all 
that is good and night and true” 
and sprvad "darkness" instead 
of “hght * 

When Ephesianssays, “Take 
no part inthe unfruitful works 
of darkness. but instead expose 
them." tusedtothinkthe wnter 
was speaking primarily of the 
"sins of the Mesh” No doubt 
about it, drunkenness, violence, 
sexual license. self-abuse are 
*worksof darkness * But some 
timesthethingsthat take place 
in our churches are “works of 
darkness” too--slander, hostil- 
ity, preyudice, divisiveness and 
so forth | read in our denomi. 
national newspaper this week 
of a minster of another de 
nomination whowas ost racized 
by his congregation and aban- 
doned by his mimsterial col- 
leagues because his son con- 
tracted Aids Is that not also a 
work of “darkness?” 

WALKING OR TALKING? 

The validity ofourChnstian 
discipleship ts to be found. not 
in how we talk, but in how we 
walk We frequently put too 
high a premium on the way 
that wetalk, being tooexacting 
in determining whether others 
verbalize their faith as we do 
using the same words, the same 
thought-forins But, the devil 
not deficient in theology, but in 
love! 

"Look carefully then how you 
walk," says Ephesians, "not as 
unwise men but as wise " 
"Wise" not in knowing the an- 
swerstoall the theological ques- 
tions, but in knowing that the 
essence of the Christian life is 
to be found in becoming “imita: 
tors of God, as beloved chil- 
dren” Yes, we are to become 
imitatorsof God. fashioning our 
lives afterthe example he gave 
us in Jesus Chnst And, if we 
boil that all down to just one 
word tt isthe word “love " "And 
walk in love,” says Ephesians, 
“as Christ loved us and gave 
himself up for us, a fragrant 
offering and sacrifice to 
God"(5 1)

Early Indicators 
Show Maryland 
"In The Black" 


Maryiand State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein said, 
while the books won't be 
totally closed until later in 
August, reports on some of 
the state’s largest revenues 
show that Maryland will 
close fiscal year 1993 with a 
General Fund surplus. 


“Sales and use tax 
revenue showed an upturn 
in the last two months after 
running behind estimates for 
mutch of the year,” Goldstein 
said. The sales and use tax, 
which is Maryland's second 
largest source of General 
Fund revenue, produced 
$1,718,152,175 for fiscal year 
1993, an 8.8% growth over 
the previous year. “That's 
99.92% of the estimate, a

good record considering the 
uneven consumer confidence 
and slow activity in the 
construction sector.” 

The building and 
construction category of 
sales and use tax showed 
some improvement at the 
close of the fiscal year, 
reversing an earlier trend. 
For fiscal year 1993, that 
category produced $195.9 
million, a 2.2% growth over 
the previous year. Taxable 
food and beverage sales 
produced the largest amount 
of sales and use tax revenue, 
bringing in $379.9 million, a 
7.9% gain, while the general 
merchandise category (which 
includes department and 
discount stores) produced 
$318.2 million, up 7.3%. The 
furniture and appliances 
category yielded $207.2 
million, and 11.8% growth 
and the hardware, machin- 
ery and equipment category 
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Optimist Prams, Lasers, 
and Flying Scots.

For other taxes, the 
comptroller noted that the 
preliminary numbers _indi- 
cate that the tax on financial 
institutions produced $193.9 
million, about $22.4 million 
more than estimated. 

Death taxes have pro- 
duced about $10.9 million 
more than expected, bringing 
in a total of $94.9 million. 

“As we close out the 
state’s books, we'll be bal- 
ancing those revenues that 
grew faster than expected 
against those that grew more 
slowly than anticipated,” 
Goldstein said. “The Mary- 
land Lottery produced 
$301.5 million in General 
Funds, or about $49.8 mil- 
lion less than expected.” 

Mr. Goldstein noted that 
the state’s largest source of 
General Fund revenue, the 
state income tax, has been 
running ahead of projections. 

“We are still depositing 
checks from income tax 
withholding payments thet 
were mailed by the July 31 
deadline and must be credit- 
ed to fiscal year 1993, so 
final numbers are not yet 
available, but we expect the 
revenue trend of the first 11 
months of the fiscal year to 
continue. We've seen higher 
than expected growth in 
employers’ payments of tax 
withheld from their employ- 
ees, which relates directly to 
salaries and jobs. We've also 
seen higher than anticipated 
estimated tax payments by 
individuals whose income is 
not subject to employer 
withholding,” Goldstein said. 

The comptroller noted 
that final payments with tax 
returns due April 15 were 
actually lower than expected. 
“This indicates that taxpay- 
ers who live in counties that 
increase their local income 
tax rates for 1992 adjusted

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* The procedure of estimating approximate cooking time for 
fish is very simple. For each inch of thickness, ten minutes 
of cooking time is required for stove top and conventional 
oven preparation. Temperature should be set between 325 
and 350 degrees when using an oven. The fish is cooked 
when the center of the thickest part has changed from clear 
to white. Also, the flesh flakes and pulls apart without 
difficulty. 

Fish cooks extremely fast in most instances, and it is at its 
best served immediately after removing from heat. The rest 
of the meal should be prepared prior to cooking the fish.

When microwaving fish, estimate cooking time as three 
minutes per inch of thickness. Keep containers covered to 
prevent excessive moisture loss. Shallow baking dishes 
should be used to allow fish maximum exposure to the 
microwave. 

Cook on high power, turning the dish halfway through the 
cooking time. Let fish stand covered five minutes, allowing 
the center to finish cooking without drying the outside. 

If you're using a sauce, do not cover the dish as it has a 
tendency to make the sauce watery. For best results, pour 
the sauce over the fish during the last minutes of cooking.

We believe 
this is the major cause for 
the sharp increase in the 
June unemployment rate. 
However, we are carefully 
monitoring other economic 
indicators, such as retail 
sales receipts, for signs that 
there could be other factors 
at work here.” 

During June, employment 
rose by nearly 26,000 people 
to 2,419,300, and the num- 
ber of unemployed rose by 
more than 23,700 people. 

An increase in unemploy- 
ment in June is not unusual, 
the DEED said. However, 
the magnitude of the change 
this year was larger than the 
norm. Colleges and universi- 
ties ended the spring semes- 
ter later than normal, result- 
ing in more students than 
usual entering the job mar- 
ket in June. The increase in 
summer jobeeekers usually is 
spread over the two months 
of May and June. 

A lack of available sum- 
mer employment opportuni- 
ties for these temporary 
jobseekers contributed to the 
rising unemployment rate. 
Normally during June, large 
numbers of young people 
entering the job market find 
work in the trade and servic- 
es industries and through 
subsidized summer youth 
programs. However, the slow 
pace of the economic recov- 
ery has resulted in fewer 
summer jobs, creating stiff 
competition for available 
jobs. Often younger jobaeek- 
ers are pitted against 
more experienced full-time 
workers. In addition, fewer 
federally funded summer 
jobs programs that last year 
resulted in more student 
remaining jobless for the 
summer. 

In a separate survey of 
economic indicators, there 
were mixed signs of growth. 
In the manufacturing sector, 
average weekly earnings and 
hours show modest gains 
from 1992 levels. Claims for 
unemployment insurence 
and benefit payments rose in 
June, but were below the 
June 1992 levele. Estimated 
retail sales increased over 
year-ago levele. New automo- 
bile registrations increased 
from June 1992 to June 
1993, while housing permits 
fell from the June 1992 
numbers.

Consumers May 
Obtain Copy Of 
Own Credit Report 


Consumers should take 
advantage of a law passed by 
the General Assembly that 
entitles them to a free annu- 
al copy of their credit report, 
even if they’re not applying 
for credit, according to the 
latest issue of “Tips for 
Tough Times,” the monthly 
consumer publication pre- 
pared by the Attorney Gen- 
eral's Office 

“Conducting an annual 
review of your credit report 
may alert you to errors that, 
if left uncorrected, could 
disqualify you for a job, 
credit or insurance,” warns 
Maryland Attorney General 
J. Joseph Curran Jr., "Con- 
sumers are, in fact, the only 
people who can readily iden- 
tify errors in their credit 
reports.” 

"Mistakes are not unusu- 
al,” says Consumer Reports 
May 1991). The magazine 
cited an analysis of 1,500 
reports in New York City 
where errors were found in 
43 percent of the files. 

Upon the consumer's 
request, credit bureaus must 
send an exact copy of the 
credit report, except for 
medical information, accord- 
ing to "Tips for Tough 
Times.” The national credit 
bureaus operating in Mary- 
land are TRW (800-682- 
7654), Trans Union (410- 
712-4844), and Equifax (800- 
685-1111).

Wellness Together Offers Programs 
To Decrease Heart Attack Risks 


(Note: This is the last in 
a series of articles about 
available cardiac services at 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital).

The Wellness Together 
Program of Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital and the 
Garrett County Health De- 
partment offers maintenance 
and prevention programs 
that encourage area resi- 
dents to live a heart healthy 
lifestyle, thereby reducing 
the risk for heart attack. 

The four major prevent- 
able risk factors that in- 
crease a person's chances for 
having a heart attack are 
smoking, high blood pres- 
sure, lack of exercise and 
large amounts of fatty sub- 
stances -- such as cholesterol 
-- in the blood. Other related 
factors which may increase 







the risk for heart attack are 
obesity (more than 20% 
overweight)and uncontrolled 
stress. 

“In our community, more 
preventable heart attacks are 
caused by smoking than any 
other factor,” said Linda 
Stresky, R.N., cardiac reha- 
bilitation nurse at Garrett 
Memorial. “Smoking causes 
blood vessels to narrow and 
the carbon monoxide found 
in smoke to take the place of 
oxygen in the blood. Smok- 
ing also increases the chance 
for blood clots and blockages 
to develop in the heart's 
blood vessels.” 

“Non smokers who are 
exposed to tobacco smoke 
are at an increased risk for 
developing heart disease,” 
Stresky continued. “Second- 
hand smoke can cause many 
of the same harmful effects

as voluntary smoking.” 

The Smoke Stoppers 
Staying Stopped program, 
offered by Garrett Memorial, 
is designed to provide behav- 
ioral support for individuals 
who want to stop smoking,” 
according to Debora Nichols, 
Wellness Together coordina- 
tor. "The program addresses 
the two major deterrents to 
‘staying stopped’: weight 
control and stress reduction 
issues.” Participants can 
attend with or without nico- 
tine patch use. 

Maintaining a normal 
weight is essential to control- 
ling blood pressure and 
blood cholesterol. The more 
overweight a person is, the 
harder the heart must pump 
to do its usual work. 

Garrett Memorial's 
Choose To Lose weight 
loss/weight management 
course provides participants 
with information on reduc- 
ing the amount of fat in 
their diets and increasing 
the amount of complex car- 
bohydrates that is essential 
for long-term weight man- 
agement. Exercise education 
is also recognized and em- 
phasized as an important 
part of weight management. 

The Garrett County 
Health Department provides 
individual nutrition counsel- 
ing through the assistance of 
computer analysis. Clients 
provide a dietitian with a list 
of foods they have eaten for 
three days. After thorough 
analysis, specific dietary 
changes are recommended to 
improve health and meet 
specific medical needs. 

The Community Nutri- 
tion Support program, of- 
fered by the health Depart- 
ment, assists in decreasing 
cardiovascular risks by rec- 
ommending dietary changes 
throughout the community. 
“Since we know that diet is 
important for healthy living, 
the goal of the program is to 
have a positive impact on 
the choices of heart healthy 
foods available to people 
whether in restaurants, 
grocery stores, schools or 
worksites,” commented Ann

When an individual expe- 
riences stress, a hormone is 
released into the blood- 
stream, causing breathing to 
become short andshallow 
and heart rate and blood 
pressure to increase. The 
inability to concentrate and 
insomnia are other common 
symptoms of stress. 

Garrett Memorial's Per- 
sonal Stress Management 
program aids participants in 
identifying individual causes 
of stress. The course also 
provides participants with 
understanding of what stress 
is, how it affects each indi- 
vidual and how to deal posi- 
tively with otherwise adverse 
situations. 

People having diabetes 
are at a greater risk for 
heart attack as diabetes 
accelerates the process of 
build-up of fatty deposits 
along the blood vessel walls, 
thereby inhibiting blood 
flow. 

The Health Department’s 
Diabetes Education Program 
provides five two-hour ses- 
sions to educate individuals 
with diabetes and their fami- 
lies about the disease and 
how to manage it through 
diet, exercise and medica- 
tions. A community support 
group is also available. 

“Wellness Together pro- 
grams assist people in valu- 
ing themselves so that they 
will want to make behavioral 
changes to improve their 
health. People who care 
about themselves both emo- 
tionally and physically will 
want to do good things for 
themselves,” commented 
Nichols. “Wellness Together 
provides educational and 
support programs to encour- 
age this process of thinking. 
A ‘wellness attitude’ can 
begin at any stage of health - 
- whether someone is pre- 
venting an illness or pre- 
venting subsequent problems 
associated with an illness.”

State Reports 
Sharp Decline 


In Arson Cases 


The Office of State Fire 
Marshal Rocco Gabriele has 
recorded a sharp decline in 
the number of arson 
incidents investigated by the 
Agency during the first six 
months of 1993 as compared 
with 1992 

During the first six 
months of 1993, deputy state 
fire marshals investigated 
206 arson incidents, as 
compared with 322 such 
cases reported during this 
same period in 1992, for an 
overall decrease of 36.0 
percent. 

The decrease was most 
dramatic in the northeast 
region of the State which 
reported a 59.4 percent 
reduction, from 64 reported 
arsons in 1992, the only 26 
arsons during the first half 
of this year. The number of 
arsons in Harford County 
decreased from 24 last year 
to only 11 this year. Cecil 
County reported just 13 
arsons during the first half 
of 1993, which is approxi- 
mately one-third of the 38 
arsons reported in the 
county during the first six 
months of last year 

Additionally, the number 
of arson offenses also 
decreased significantly, by 
44.1 percent, in the western 
region of the State; 
Frederick County dropped 
from 39 in 1992, to only 25 
in 1993; and Washington 
County totaled only 17 
arsons during January 
through June of this year, 
compared to the 44 arsons 
during the same period in 
1992. 

In the southern region, 
St. Mary’s County reported 
the fewest arson offenses 
during the first six months 


of 1993; six offenses this 
year, compared to 21 last 
year for a reduction of 71.4 
percent. Arson in Charles 
County dropped from 23 to 
17; however, Calvert County 
reported an increase from

five arson incidents during 
the first half of 1992, to 
eight this year. 

Statistics compiled from 
the eastern region of the 
State indicates only two 
counties, Somerset and Wor- 
cester counties, reported 
fewer arson cases in 1993 
than in 1992. Caroline, Dor- 
chester, Queen Anne, and 
Wicomico counties reported 
increases in arson offenses, 
while there was no change 
for Talbot County. The east- 
ern region was the only 
region of the State where 
deputy state fire marshal 
reported an increase in the 
number of reported arsor 
offenses, an 8.9 percent 
increase for the first six 
months of 1993 as compared 
with this same period in 
1992. 

Property losses reported 
for arson offenses also de- 
creased significantly during

the first six months of 1993 
compared to last year. Ar- 
sons losses tallied $2.06 
million this year compared 
to the $5.7 million in 1992, 
for a reduction of 63.9 per- 
cent. 

While there were signiti- 
cant decreases in arsons for 
each of the first six months, 
the most dramatic reduction 
occurred in March, only 33 
arson offenses were reported 
in March 1993, compared to 
71 such offenses in March 
1992.

DEED Announces 
Program To Hire, 


Train Veterans 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Economic and 
Employment Development 
(DEED) has announced the 
start of a new program to 
help employers hire and 
train recently separated 
veterans. The Service 
Members Occupational 
Conversion and Training Act 
of 1992, funded by the U.S. 
Department of Labor, will be 
administered through 
DEED’s Office of Employ- 
ment Services’ Veterans 
Services program. 

“This new program is 
designed to help veterans 
make the transition into 
quality civilian employment,” 
said Charles O. Middle- 
brooks, DEED assistant 
secretary for employment 
and training. “Maryland 
employers can benefit from 
the skills and experience 
veterans have to offer, while 
being reimbursed for 
training they may require.” 

The program was 
developed as one of several 
federal defense conversion 
initiatives and is intended to 
help veterans who have left 
military duty since August 
1990 make the most of 
employment and training 
opportunities that will help 
them enter the civilian labor 
force. 

The program was 
implemented nationally on 
August 1, and will be 
available in each state until 
the funding is exhausted. 
Congress has authorized $75 
million for the program to 
reimburse employers for the 
cost of training veterans 
they hire under the program. 
Employers may receive up to 
$10,000 for an eligible 
veteran, or up to $12,000 for 


an eligible veteran with a 
service-connected disability. 

Executive Director of 
Employment Services Paul- 
ette Hall said, "Maryland 
employers who hire veterans 
will be making a wise inveet- 
ment which makes good 
business sense. They have 
many valuable skills and a 
desire to succeed in the 
civilian work force, and they 
demonstrate the willingness 
to accept responsibility.”

Loans Available 
For Underground 
Storage Tanks 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment 
(MDE) is currently accepting 
applications from individuals 
and firms seeking loans from 
the state's Underground 
Storage Tank (ST) Upgrade 
and Replacement Fund. 

The fund is designed to 
make money available at 
reasonable interest rates for 
UST owners to replace or 
improve tanks that are used 
to hold motor fuel. By re- 
placing and upgrading USTs, 
owners will be better able to 
obtain affordable insurance 
for the underground tanks. 

"Making sure under- 
ground storage tanks are in 
good condition and managed 
properly is essential to pro- 
tecting Maryland's ground 
water,” said Richard Collins, 
director of MDE’s Waste 
Management Administration. 
“This loan program will 
enhance statewide efforts 
aimed at preventing under- 
ground storage tank prob- 
lems.” 

The Underground Storage 
Tank Upgrade and Replace- 
ment Fund was created in 
July 1991. Money in the 
fund comes from a 5¢ per 
barrel tax imposed on oil 
(except heating oil) imported 
into Maryland and sold to 
marketing firms, and from a 
fee assessed on certain 
USTs. 

By September 1, 1993, 
UST owners wishing to 
participate in the program 
must submit a letter detail- 
ing their intent to apply for 
a loan. Loan applications 
must be completed by De- 
cember 31, 1993. 

Loans of up to $50,000 
are available for each UST 
site. Individuals and firms 
with more than one UST 
site can apply for a maxi- 
mum of $150,000 in loans 
per year. Interest rates are 
currently below six percent, 
and the loans carry a maxi- 
mum term of 15 years. 

UST owners interested in 
applying for loans should 
contact Mr. Jim Vittetoe in 
MDE’s UST Upgrade and 
Replacement Loan Office at

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Thayer Finds 
Beall Competent 
To Stand Trial 


A Swanton man accused 
of homicide was found 
competent to stand trial by 
Garrett County Circuit 
Court Judge Fred A. Thayer 
last week. George H. Beall 
Jr., 30, was charged earlier 
this year in connection with 
the February shooting death 
of Virginia E. Brady. The 
question of competency was 
presented to the judge by 
Robert E. Watson, attorney 
for the defendant, who 
explained that Beall was 
incompetent to stand trial 
because of brain injuries he 
suffered after shooting 
himself in the head. 
According to police records, 
Beall did so immediately 
after Ms. Brady was fatally 
shot. 

Testimony given by 
several psychiatrists differed, 
aS some experts maintained 
that Beall was indeed too 
impaired to defend himself 
while the state’s attorney's 
witness testified that he was 
able to understand the 
charges against him and 
therefore competent to stand 
trial. Thayer was persuaded 
to the latter, and the trial 
pole was set for September 

The shooting death of Ms. 
Brady occurred on February 
14 in the parking lot of 
Razzberry’s Sports Bar, 
McHenry. Beall is accused of 
shooting the woman during 
a domestic argument which 
also involved the defendant’s 
@stranged wife. Brady 
epparently was intervening 
an the dispute when she was 
thot. The defendant is 
reported to have then placed 
the gun under his chin and 
pulled the trigger. He was 
tritically injured and 


transported to a Pennsylva- 
nia hospital, where he conva- 
lesced over several weeks. 
Beall was brought back to 
the county in March for 
court proceedings.

The contention is cen- 
tered around a similar pro- 
posal being examined by 
Garrett Community College 
(GCC) to create a recreation- 
al complex on the campus 
that would augment existing 
curriculum and alao allow 
for broadening the course 
offerings there. Although the 
Garrett County Commission- 


ers are in favor of allowing 
the college to establish and 
maintain the facility, several 
local citizens voiced their 
disapproval during a recent 
county planning session. 

Ed King. Swanton, told 
the planning commission 
members that allowing the 
college to operate the county 
recreational facility would 
result in “neglecting our real 
population. Although I feel 
very positive about the col- 
lege, the county community 
center would not truly be a 
recreational site for the 
county if it were operated by 
any institution.”

The plan 
concerns the re-structuring 
of school funding in Mary- 
land with the primary goals 
of ensuring equal education 
opportunities for all of Mary- 
land’s students no matter 
where they live, while at the 
same time demanding tough 
accountability to make cer- 
tain tax dollars are well- 
spent. 

Arthur Boyd, executive 
director of the Maryland 
Education Coalition, present- 
ed to the local education 
board the steps of the New 
Action Plan for Educational 
Excellence (APEX), a propos- 
al developed by MEC based 
on recommendations from a 
1990 statewide conference 
and revised based on 1991 
legislation, on recommenda- 
tions from a joint Senate- 
House interim study during 
the summer of 1991, and 
further review by MEC 
working committees 
throughout the summer and 
fall of 1992. 

The proposal includes 
enhanced funding for low- 
wealth counties (including 
Garrett), special education 
students, Chapter I disad- 





vantaged students, pupils 
not proficient in English, 
and kindergarten and pre- 
kindergarten students. By 
raising the foundation in the 
current expense formula, 
Boyd said, the proposal in- 
creases state aid for the 
general student populations 
of every county in the state. 

Boyd seid the public 
schools in Maryland rely on 
locel revenues for most fund- 
ing needs. As property taxes 
vary widely in each county - 
with some counties having 
three times the property 
value than even neighboring 
counties - large disparities 
occur in monies available to 
each jurisdiction. Since 1981, 
Boyd said, the goal of the 
state has been for the coun- 
ties and state to share in 
75% of the statewide average 
per pupil expenditure. How- 
ever, two-thirds of the state’s 
students are funded below 
the state average because of 
the huge disparity between 
the most wealthy county and 
the least wealthy. 

The New APEX proposes 
that the funding be raised to 
100%, and that the basis for 
this be on the median stu- 
dent expenditure rather than 
the average. 

"Every kid in Maryland 
shoukl have what at least 
half of what ail the state’s 
kids get,” Boyd said. The 
median, unlike the average,

The Garrett County Board of Education heard a 
presentation last week on the new Action Plan for 
Educational Excellence (APEX: that 1s being endorsed 
by the Maryland Education Coalition. Rather than 
utihzing this space to explain the details of the 
proposal, we direct our readers to a front page story in 
this issue of The Republican. The bottom line, how- 
ever, is that Garrett County's achool system stands to 
gain as much as &) million in additional state funding 
by the year 2000 if the plan is accepted 

State funding for education has long been inequit- 
able, with the lower-wealth counties, as usual, re 
ceiving the short end of the stick. Meanwhile, our 
educators ure being called upon to include more and 
more in the curricula with proportionately less funding. 

We are pleased that, besides providing more funding, 
the new APEX plan also requires accountability on the 
part of the county school systems. Pouring more money 
into a program or agency without accountability usual- 
ly equates to pouring that money down a rat hole. 
Most citizens are willing to pay more for something if 
they can see progress and improvement. 

Fortunately, Garrett County's school system will 
have no problem with being held accountable for 
quality. Our students were among the top in the state 
in the most recent Marvland School Pertormance Pro- 
gram testing, despite the fact that we receive much 
lower funding per pupil than the majority of counties. 
This fact speaks highly of our teachers, who continue 
to "do more with less.” But there is a breaking point at 
which quality will indeed suffer because of funding, 
regardless of our teachers’ efforts 

The presentation given by the MEC to the Board of 
Education is to be given again to the Garrett County 
commissioners, who, by the way, were individually 
invited to attend the Board presentation, but did not 
show up. We certainly hope the commissioners will find 
a spot on their agenda to listen to this proposal. This 
would be an opportunity tor them to acquire more 
state funding for education and possibly allow them to 
reduce local funding. 

We also hope that every segment of our community 
will jump on the band wagon and push for this new 
APEX plan. The MEC is going to need strong endorse- 
ment, not only from boards of education, but also from 
community groups. This seems like a perfect “project” 
for groups such as the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, Citizens United for Better Education, 
the League of Women Voters. and the many Parent- 
Teacher Associations. Since quality of education should 
be a concern of all citizens, however, other groups such 
as Lions and Rotary clubs, fraternal organizations, 


business and industry groups, and even churches 
should get involved and make a statement. We would 
even encourage telephone calls or postcards to our 
elected officials supporting this proposal.

To the Editor: 

It’s time for us to reduce 
the risk of lung cancer for 
restaurant employees. The 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association has just 
released an article concern- 
ing the adverse health effects 
of involuntary smoking in 
the restaurant workplace 
The article examined expo- 
sure to environmental tobac- 
co smoke in bar and restau- 
rant employees compared 
with office employees and 
with non-smokers in the 
home. Correlations were 
examined as to elevated lung 
cancer risk in these employ- 
ees. 

The Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency classified 
environmental tobacco 
smoke as a group A carcino- 
gen and estimates that it 
causes about 3000 lung can- 
cer deaths a year in non- 
amokers. The National Insti- 
tute for Occupational Safety 
and Health (NIOSH: has 
recently determined that the 
workplace is 8 major source 
of environmental tobacco 
amoke exposure. They have 
suggested prohibiting smok- 
ing in the workplace. Many 
state and local governments 
have responded by prohibit- 
ing smoking in public and 
private workplaces. Numer- 
ous loca] governments have 
regulated smoking in restau- 
rante. The California State 
Restaurant Association is in 
support of a total ban. These 
efforts have been focused on 
protecting the patrons of the 
reetaurants. NIOSH states 
that restaurants are also 
workplaces, and because 
resteurant employeee spend 


in adverse health effects for 
them. 

Those that work in res- 
taurants have tobacco smoke 
constituent concentrstions 
between 1.6 and 2.0 times 
higher than those in office 


workplaces and 1.5 higher 
than levels in homes with at 
least one smoker present. 
Those that work in bars 
receive 3.9 to 6.1 times high- 
er the levels of environmen- 
tal tobacco smoke exposure 
than those who work in 
office workplaces, and 4.4 to 
4.5 times higher than in 
residences. 

"These studies suggest 
that there is an increase in 
lung cancer risk or approxi- 
mately 50% among non- 
smoking food-service work- 
ers as compared to the non- 
smoking general public.” In 
two separate studies bar- 
tenders and other food ser- 
vice workers were "found to 
have an excess lung cancer 
risk.” 

Environmental tobacco 
smoke exposure is an impor- 
tant occupational hazard for 
food service workers. Public 
health concerns must focus 
not only on the patron, but 
also on the employees of 
these esteblishments. These 


people must be afforded the 
same public health protec- 
tion as other workers in 
society. To protect these 
employees against the haz- 
ards of environmental tobac- 
co smoke, it is necessary that 
smoking should be prohibit- 
ed in bars and restaurants. 
It is worth noting that 
losses from sales in these 
establishments due to smok- 
ing restrictions are not sig- 
nificant. As a matter of fact, 
most restaurants bars report 
an increase in sales. The 
majority of people in society 
today appreciate being able 
to patronize resteurants 
without being exposed to the 
cancer causing pollutants 
from another's cigarette, 
pipe, or cigar.

Continued from Page A-1 
lawyer prior to that, and he 
then entered George Wash- 
ington University where he 
graduated in 1959. He 
passed the Maryland Bar 
and served as a lawyer in 


private practice until 1982 
when he was appointed 
judge of Garrett County 
District Court. 

A firm believer in educa- 
tion, he completed his mas- 
ter of judicial studies in 1991 
from the University of Neva- 
da, Reno. He is currently the 
only judge in the state of 
Maryland who holds that 
degree. 

Turney is presently at- 
tending graduate school at 
the University of West Vir- 
ginia to obtain his masters 
in literature. He explained 
the cross disciplines of that 
degree in the form of eco- 
nomics in law snd literature 
in law. He has taught na- 
tional judicial courses and 
has written a number of 
papers. 

In interviewing Turney 
about his years on the 
bench, the word “compas- 
sion” was used time and time 
again “I have really enjoyed 
practicing law in every 
form,” he said. “I felt I was 
helping people and in the 
early days I did a lot of pro 
bono work for fellow farmers 
or miners with Black Lung 
problems. There has to be a 
level of compassion to be a 
good attorney or a good 
judge.” 

Turney said his job had 
become more challenging 
almost monthly because of 
the case load, new laws, and 
a number of other factors. A 
routine court day would see 
him hearing 25-50 cases in 
the morning with 6-12 cases 
being heard in afternoon 
session. While many of these 
cases slso involved traffic 
and civil matters, decisions

still must be rendered. 

"To fashion an appropri- 
ate sentence is the most 
demanding aspect of being a 
judge,” Turney reflected. 
"Again, compassion has to 
play a major role in the 
correct amount of punitive 
measures. And the sheer 
volume of cases is often 
over-whelming.” 

He reluctantly admitted 
that the lack of jail space in 
an age of high crime all too 
often plays a role in the 
sentencing process. “We can’t 
send them all to jail if there 
are no jails in which to place 
them.” 

While he stated that his 
working environment has 
never been a problem for 
him, he does admit that he 
likes the new set-up of the 
recently renovated court 
building. “It provides more 
security for me as well as for 
the staff. That 1s important 
in today’s society.” 

When talking about the 
best courtroom scenario, he 
stated, “The happiest situa- 
tion is to have both attor- 
neys properly prepared. 
Then I can sit back and hear 
the case. When one or both 
are not prepared, that’s a 
different story and I'm on 
the edge of my seat and 
subsequently I must render 
a decision based on facts at 
hand. The law must be fol- 
lowed to the letter even in 
the face of errore or evidence 
not properly presented if 
presented at all.” 

During his years of prac- 
ticing’ taw, Turney served 
four terms as a representa- 
tive to the Board of County 
Commissioners, as a repre- 
sentative to Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital, as coun- 
sel for the Garrett County 
Zoning Board and the Gar- 
rett County Sanitary Com- 
miasion. At one time or 
another, he has served as 
counsel to every municipality 
in the county. He is not a 
club person, but is a member 
of the American Legion and 
St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, 
Oakland. 

Turney’s grown chiklren, 
Marta, Brant, Michelle, and 
Kirk, and his four grandchil- 
dren are an important part 
of his life and he speaks of 
them enthusiastically. 

“I have enjoyed my time 
on the bench and the years I 
spent in private practice,” he 
concluded, “but for now I 
have other things | want to 
do and I'm a bit behind.”

When 
asked if he would miss his 
staff, he stated, "I will defi-

citizenry 

"My experience has been 
that the institution housing 
the facility takes priority, 
and there's been no commit- 
ment from GCC about times 
the center might be available 


to the public. We might end 
up with only a small portion 
of time for the public.” 

King urged the county 
officials to consider the old 
Rt. 219 Drive-In site to con- 
struct a county-operated 
community center as a more 
desirable location. 

But Garrett County Com- 
missioner Elwood Groves, 
who also serves an ex-officio 
member of the planning 
commission, reported that he 
felt the GCC proposal had 
merit. 

"The facility is already 
there, and we feel that GCC 
would be an appropriate 
institution to staff and oper- 
ate the center. Our biggest 
concern is that we don't 
want to create an orphan,” 
stated Groves. 

Director of the Garrett 
County Department of Plan- 
ning and Zoning John Nel- 
son informed the group that 
the feasibility of the county 
running such a program on 
its own would have to be 
considered. 

“Historically, there has 
never been a parks and 
recreation department in the 
county, and the long-term 
operation of an indoor pool 
is costly,” he said. “Revenues 
alone would probably not do 
it.” 

Peggy Jamison, Planner 
II, pointed out that the pro- 
ject would “probably not 
even happen until five or ten 
years down the road.” She 
also pointed out that the 
proposal to locate a public 
indoor swimming pool was 
partially the result of a sur- 
vey of local citizens last year 
to determine their priorities 
regarding recreational needs 
of the county.

Family C ycles Together Across 


Country From California to Pa.

The summer months are 
generally thought of as re- 
laxing in the sun, reading 
books, and having picnics. 
The F indeisen family decided 
to alter the stereotypical 
summer behavior and start- 
ed their bicycle tour from 
Sacramento, Calif to Spring 
City, Pa. 

This idea was the brain- 
child of Kurt Findeisen, a 
housing program manager in 
Sacramento. He just turned 
50 years old and wanted 
something unique to cele- 
brate that milestone. He said 
he also wanted to get in 
better shape. 

Traveling with Kurt was 
his wife Nancy, their daugh- 
ter, Hilarey. who is a stu- 
dent at the University of 
California at San Diego, and 


their son, K.C., who is a stu- 
dent of University of Califor- 
nia at Los Angeles. 

They take turns riding. 
Two ride the tandem hike 
and two drive the car. 

The bike is very unique 
and rare. It is an Opus IV, 
which is only made by Angle 
Lake Cyclery in Seattle, 
Wash. 

The bike is one-half sit 
down style and one-half 
standard style. The person in 
the front merely pedals, 
while the person sitting in 
the standard portion of the 
bike, is in charge of the 
gears and steering. 

“When you sit in the 
front, it is sort of scary, 
because you have little con- 
trol,” Nancy said. 

The Findeisens reside 90 
miles from Lake Tahoe, so 
they trained in the foot hills. 

KC. listens to his walk- 
man and recently finished 
reading the book, The Rising 
Sun while he was on the 


bike 

As of yesterday, they had 
been on the road for 30 days. 
Frey hope to reach their 
destination by Saturday, 
August 21. 

A typical day consists of 
six to eight hours of cycling. 
Nancy said they try to get 
up by 5:30 a.m. 

“Sometimes it is hard to 
get everyone up, but the 
morning is the best time to 
ride because it is so much 
cooler,” Nancy said. 

Kurt said the weather has 
been favorable for them. 
“There was one day in Kan- 
sas when K.C. and I rode all

day in the rain,” he said 

The average speed on the 
bike is 18 mph, but Kurt 
said the wind is a big factor. 
When going down a steep 
hill, the bike can accelerate 
to 50 mph. 

Kurt said there have heen 
four areas that have been 
difficult to ride in. 

"First, the Sierras were 
trving because of the 8. 000- 
foot high mountains,” he 
said. "The Rocky Mountains 
were a hard 11-mile climb. 
The Ozarks were the steep- 
est. But, the Appalachians 
were difficult because, not 
only are they steep and 
narrow, but they are heavy 
with traffic.” 

Nancy said most motor- 
ists are courteous. Although, 
she did say that “Since the 
bike is so odd-looking, people 
tend to slow down a lot to 
look and they don’t pay 
attention to where they are 
going.” 

Fortunately, they have 
not had many problems thus 
far. The first day, Kurt had 
to get approximately 30 
stitches in his lower leg. His 
foot slipped off the pedal and 
he injured himself on the 
first crank sprocket 

They are also not able to 
use most U.S. highways, so 
they must use mainly back 
roads. 

At one point, they hed to 
cross the flooded Mississippi 
River 

“There was only one 
bridge across the river, so all 
the traffic was backed up,” 
Nancy said. “We were al- 
lowed to go across and then 
we saw some steamy motor- 
ists.” 

All family members view 
the trip differently. 

Nancy enjoys it because 
she is seeing things differ- 
ently on a bike as opposed to 
being in a car. 

"1 can really enjoy the 
countryside from the bike,” 
Nancy said. “In Missouri, it 
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was very humid, but the 
wildflowers were very beauti- 
ful. It is a lovely way to see 
the country.” 

Kurt enjoys the idea of 
seeing what he has accom- 
plished from one day to the 
next. 

"If I had more time, I 
would probably do it again, 
but time is a big crunch 
factor,” he said 

Hilarey said, “Something 
this momentous in my fami- 
ly couldn't be missed.” 

They picked Hilarey up in 
Nashville, because she had 
been enrolled in summer 
school. 

"Once is enough for me™ 
KC. said 

The family will visit 
Kurt's relatives in Spring 
City before returning. Kurt 
end Nancy will fly back to 
California and K.C. and 
Hilarey will drive the car 
home.

is not pulled higher by the 
highest spending county, and 
is not pushed higher by 
raising the lowest spending 
counties. Over time, Boyd 
said, the use of the median 
instead of the average should 
also reduce the annual in- 
crease in APEX coste, thus 
reducing the long term costs 
to the state of basic current 
expense aid. The proposal 
suggests the use of the state- 
wide median to begin at the 
onset of fiscal year 1996. 

"Differences in education- 
a] resources lead to differenc- 
es in the performance of the 
students, usually,” Boyd said, 
"with the bottom eight 
schools achieving a satisfac- 
tory level in only one out of 
the four Maryland School 
Performance Plan tests.” He 
noted, however, that Garrett 
County was the exception to 
this, having met three out of 
the four even though the 
funding iscomparatively low. 

"Garrett County is doing 
a bang-up job with not much 
money,” he said. “But we 
don't want to just assume 
you can keep doing it on the 
money you have. The tests 
are important, but they are 
limited.” Boyd stated that 
one third of the poorer 
counties’ students meet 
college entrance require- 
ments while two thirds of 
the two wealthiest counties 
do so. One quarter of Gar- 
rett County’s students meet 
these requirements, accord- 
ing to his statistics. 

In the current formula, 
every loca] government has 
to give a certain percentage 
of money and the state fills 
in the gap, Boyd explained. 
The problem with the for- 
mula is what it is based on, 
which is the average of the 
costs of the third and fourth 
past year (i.e., 1993 funding 
is besed on costs in the '90, 
*91 years) and then the 
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county and state pay just 
75% of that. 

"The calculations do not 
include inflation nor do they 
include all the costs - and 
it’s only 75%. It’s basically a 
percentage of an average of 
an old number,” Boyd said. 

He cited a condition in 
Somerset County as an ex- 
ample of the problematic 
formula: the schoo] system 
compered the situation in- 
volving the economically 
disadvantaged students in 
1979 and in 1992. The num- 
ber of students was roughly 
the same and the job for 
teachers was the same. The 
Money in 1979, however, 
provided for one assistant 
per teacher, while in '92 only 
one assistant for every three 
teachers. The specia] educa- 
tion system costs are up 


400% since °79, but funding 
has been increased only 
141% in 11 years. 

"This has to be remedied, 
but not just by throwing 
money to the counties,” Boyd 
said. "We must tie funding to 
accountability (student per- 
formance), weight funding 
by the local ability to pey, 
and be realistic about the 
true cost of a chikl’s educa- 
tion.” 

The New Apex bill would 
establish a temporary dispar- 
ity grant to low-wealth juris- 
dictions. Every juriediction 
with wealth per pupil below 
the statewide average would 
be eligible to receive a dis- 
perity grant. The amount of 
the grant woukl be baaed on 
the county's percentage 
below the state average, and 
then multiplied by the en- 
rollment numbers. Thus, 
lower wealth higher effort 
school systems would receive 
relatively more aid until the 
disparities level out and 
disappear. 

In recognition of the 
importance of early child- 
hood development in pro- 
Moting successful learning, 
Boyd said, the New APEX 
proposel would provide state 
aid equal to the per-pupil

aid for the number of pre- 
kindergarten students who 
received compensatory pro- 
grams in the previous school 
year. This would effectively 
incorporate funding for the 
Extended Eleinentary Educa- 
tion Program (EEEP), or 
pre-kindergarten. Boyd noted 
that Garrett County's EEEP 
is well-deveioped with sever- 


in school funding by the year 
2000, Boyd said. The funding 
is heavily based on school 
performance and improve- 
ment, with monetary awards 
scheduled to go to high per- 
formance schools and “chal- 
lenge” grants available to 
schools needing improve- 
ment. In a slightly different 
approach, monetary bonuses 


below excellent or satisfacto- 
ry but improving substantial- 
ly; Level C is below excellent 
in any standard, Level D is 
below satisfactory and not 
improving - a “School in 
Crisis" - eligible to apply for 
a Challenge Grant; Level E 
is below satisfactory and 
declining, a "Failed Schoo!” 
and eligible to apply for 
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Challenge Grant, and Level 
F will be those schools with 
no improvement over three 
years, which will undergo a 
reconetitution process 

"Garrett County certainly 
stands to benefit from the 
passing of the New APEX,” 
Boyd said, “and we at MEC 
are asking you to join our 
endorsement campeign We 
need to show a lot of back- 
ing in the way of formal 
endorsements by the educa- 
tion board as well as from 
community groups. We need 
support from the communi- 
ties that will gain the moet” 

Board President Beverly 
Murphy asked Boyd if MEC 
would repeat the presenta- 
tion for the Garrett County 
Commissioners, and he said 
the group would be willing 
to do so. Ryscavage indicated 
that he would attempt to se- 
cure a position on the cum- 
missioners’ agenda in the 
near future. 

“The commissioners were 
all invited by letter to this 
presentation, but since their 
board is not represented 
here this evening, we should 
take the presentation to 
them,” Ryscavage said.

Student Participation Eligibility Review 


Discussed By Local 


A review concerning the 
eligibility of middle and high 
school students to participate 
in extra-curricular activities 
was considered by the mem- 
bers of the Garrett County 
Board of Education last 
week at their regularly 
scheduled meeting. Luther 
Parrack, director of second- 
ary education, presented to 
the board a policy review 
completed by the School 
Activities Review and Evalu- 
ation Committee. The review 
was prompted by the con- 
cerns of a citizen and parent, 
Lonnie Bray, who felt the 
guidelines for allowing a 
student to participate in 
Sports or other activities 
should be more stringent. 
The board also passed a 
policy concerning drug test- 
ing for bus drivers, which 
has been on the agenda for 
several months. 

Student Participation 

The school activities com- 
mittee decided that scholas- 
tic qualifications for extra- 
curricular participation 
should be a 70% average of 
all grades with no grade 
below 60%. The current 
policy allows the students to 
fail one class regardless of 
the average. This new calcu- 
lation should be made every 
nine weeks - each grading 
period - the committee rec- 
ommends. Parrack explained 
that students declared ineli- 
gible should be permitted to 
attend practice if coaches/- 
sponsors arrange one hour of 
study in the student’s area 
of academic weakness, out-

side the student’s class 
schedule each day practice is 
conducted. 

Ineligibility should last at 
least four and a half weeks, 
or 23 school days, with the 
eligibility of disqualified 
students to be re-evaluated 
at mid-term. This policy 
should take effect, the com- 
mittee recommended, at the 
end of the first nine weeks 
of the upcoming school year. 
The principals of each school 
will be responsible for deter- 
mining the eligibility of 
students, with the assistance 
of the guidance staff. 

Participation is defined as 
performance in any contest. 
show, or event conducted 
within the scope of the 
scheduled activities of the 
extra-curricular group in 
question; travel away from 
school in the company of the 
group or unit while under 
the supervision of a coach or 
sponsor; or any release from 
attendance at any class or 
portion of the school day for 
practice, performance, or 
travel. 

The board members did 
not vote to accept the new 
policy, as they wished to 
review it further. Lowell 
Leitzel, a teacher at South- 
ern High School who attend- 
ed the board meeting, was 
asked by Mikal Moomau, 
board member, what he 
thought of the proposed 
requirements. 

"| think 75% would be 
better, but I feel this is a 
step in the right direction,” 
he said.

Drug Testing Policy 

A policy concerning bus 
driver drug testing that has 
been on the education 
board's agenda for several 
months was finally adopted 
last Tuesday. The adoption 
of such a policy was the 
result of a state mandate, 
and the issue has been un- 
der close scrutiny by board 
members as they have at- 
tempted to produce a clear, 


understandable policy. 

The use, possession, pur- 
chase, sale distribution, and 
being under the influence or 
impaired by drugs or alcohol 
on school property during 
school hours or while on 
school business is prohibited 
for all bus drivers, according 
to the policy. Testing for the 
use of drugs and/or alcohol 
will take place post-accident, 
pre-employment, reasonable 
cause, and at random testing 
times. A positive result in 
any drug test - after the 
review of a medical officer - 
will prompt the permanent 
disqualification of the driver 
in question. 

The entire procedure and 
policy may be obtained at 
the local board offices by 
persons who wish to peruse 
them, and will be distributed 
to all bus drivers in the 
county.

Background Scripture: 
Ephesians 521-6 4 

Devotional Reading: 
Colossians 3 12-21 


"Don't you believe in the 
Bible” someone asked a coun- 
seling chent of mine My client 
had said that a husband and 
wife can share both responsi- 
bihty and authonty in a mar- 
riage. But her questioner trot- 
ted out Ephesians 5 21-24 as 
proof that her view was 
unbiblical 

*How can | answer a ques- 
tion like that”” my chent wanted 
toknow It seemed all tooclear 
that the wnter of Ephesians 
believesthat apatnarchal fam- 
ily 1s God's will for all Chris- 
tians “Wives, be subject to your 
husbands. For the husband 1s 
the head of the wife * (5:22. 
23) And just to make sure we 
get tho point * so let wives 
also be subject in everything to 
their husbands” (5:24) 

Lots of comment ators ignore 
or give short shnft to these 
verses and concentrate instead 
on Ephesians 5:21, "Be subject 
to one another out of reverence 
for Christ,” an admonitiun, it 
would appear, to mutual sub- 
jection But as | read on, the 
whiter doesn't seem to be talk- 
tng about mutual subjection, 
but the pnonty ofthe husband 
Wives are counselled to“be sub- 

ject,” but the admonition to 
husbands ts on an entirely dif- 
ferent level "Husbands, love 
your wives “ (525). Wives 
should "be subject” tot heir hus- 
bands and husbands should 
“love” their wives. That doesn't 
sound like “mutual subjection” 
to me 

SUBMISSION 


So, | turned to my biblical 
commentary to sce if I could 
find some help there Not re- 
ally, for although the commen- 
tatortalked about “mutual sub- 
jection,” he also went to say 
some things that were norma- 











tive in the church 40 years ago 
when this commentary wes 
published “A Chnatiean hua- 
band still exerciees an author- 
ity which the wife muat 
forgo the pnmery submission 
must porforce etill devolve upon 
the wife” (Interpreter’s Bible, 
Vol 10, p. 719) 

"But it's in the Bible some 
protest Yes, and so 18 the ec- 
ceptance of slavery (Eph 6 5-9, 
Col 3:33, 4 1),<ictatorvhipsand 
tyranny (Rom 13 1,1 Pet 2.13, 
14, Heb 13 17) Soiethe admo- 
nition for parents to stone to 
death a rebellious son (Deut 
21:21), or a daughter who lest 
lost her virginity before mer- 
nage (Deut. 22:21) It elsocoun- 
tonancestakingcaptivee "beau- 
tiful woman” asone ofthe spoile 
of war (Deut 21:10-14) and 
polygamy (Deut 21.15) If the 
Christian must literally obey 
all that is in the Bible, then all 
of us had better prepere for 
mayor revisions in our life-style 
and society. 1 know of no Chns- 
tian who hives by all theee rules 
and permissions Nor doleven 
know of anyone who advocates 
them 

A DIFFERENT WORLD 

So, if Ephesians was wntten 
in a time when elavery, tyr- 
anny, and patriarchal families 
were the norm that does not 
mean that we have to accept 
thesein ourown time. The world 
of the early Church is not the 
world of today | can read this 
passage, accentuat mg the posi- 
tive and eliminating the nega- 
tive, thus focusing on “mutual 
subjections” and claiming for 
both husbands and wives a 
mutual love which Ephesiens 
enjoinsonly upon the husbands 

And, without stretching a 
point, | can see a very positive 
aspect to the whole passage 
The water is accepting hie soci- 
ety as he finds it, but he also 
infuses it with a spint that 
eventually would be the destruc- 

tion of it. By focusing upon 
Christ, he 1s holding up e mode! 
that transcends questions of 
authonty, rights and pnvileges 
* as Chnst ts head of the 
Church ° "as Chrat loved the 
church and gave huneelf up for 
her” 

Some time ago, someone 
called and wanted to speak to 
"the head of the house.” Not 
entirely with tongue in cheek, | 
replied: “I'm sorry, Jesus can't 
come to the phone ”

Grants For Solo 
Performers To Be 
Awarded By State 


The Maryland State Arts 
Council (MSAC) is seeking 
applicants for Individual 
Artists Awards for outstand- 
ing solo performing artists, 
including actors, dancers, 
instrumental musicians and 
singers. Grants will range 
from $1,000 to $6,000. 

This is the first time the 
Maryland State Arts Council 
has offered awards for solo 
performing artists. For the 
past 15 years, the council 
has awarded grants to com- 
poeers, choreographers, visu- 
al artists, and writers. These 
grants will now be awarded 
every other year, alternating 
with the performing artists 
awards. 

"The Maryland State Arts 
Council should be commend- 
ed for recognizing Mary- 
land’s Performing artists 
who contribute so much to 
our quality of life,” said Gov- 
ernor William Donald Schae- 
fer. "I have been very im- 
pressed with the outstanding 
talent that Maryland’s per- 
forming artists have demon- 
strated.” 

To apply, solo performing 
artists must be residents of 
Maryland, 18 years of age or 
older, and not currently 
enrolled in a degree program 
related to the arts category 
in which they are applying. 

Applicationcategoriesare: 
solo dance performance (all 
styles, unaccompanied or 
with appropriate musical 
accompeniment); solo instru- 
mental performance (all 
styles of music performed 
live on any instrument, 
unaccompanied or with ap- 
propriate accompaniment; 
solo vocal performance (all 
styles, unaccompanied or 
with appropriate accompani- 
ment); and solo theater 
performance (acting, recita- 
tion, dramatic reading, 
mime, storytelling, or pup- 
petry 

The awards program is 
for solo performing artists 
only. Groups or ensembles of 
two or more artists or collab- 
orating artists are not eligi- 
ble for consideration. Howev- 
er, a solo instrument with 
accompaniment is accept- 
able. 

Solo instrumental and 
solo vocal performance appli- 
cants must supply audio 
cassettes for judging. Solo 
dance performance and solo 
theater performance appli- 
cants must supply VHS 
format videocassettes. All 
tapes submitted must be of 
performances within the two 
years prior to the date of 
application. All entries will 
be judged anonymously by 
out-of-state jurors whose 
decisions will be based solely 
on artistic merit. 

The deadline for applica- 
tions is October 22, 1993. All 
applications must be post- 
marked no later than that 
date, or delivered in person

Gabriele Noted 
Fire Statistics 
For Last Year 


Maryland State Fire Mar- 
shal Rocco J. Gabriele has 
announced the preliminary 
fire statistics for calendar 
year 1992 for the state of 
Maryland. 

While there were fewer 
fires reported in CY 1992 
than in CY 1991, the relative 
distribution of fires across 
types of situation found, 
major property classification, 
day of the week and hours of 
the day is similar to CY 
1991. 

According to information 
collected by the Maryland 
Fire Incident Reporting 
System, (MFIRS), fire de- 
partments throughout the 
state responded to approxi- 
mately 28,588 fire incidents. 
These fires resulted in prop- 
erty losses estimated at 
$121,200,000. 

A breakdown of the fire 
incidents indicates there 
were 9,972 building fires, 
6,005 vehicle fires, 6,098 
brush and grass fires, 4,826 
trash and refuse fires, and 
1,657 other miscellaneous 
fires. 

An analysis of fire inci- 
dents by major property 
classification revealed that 
48.3 percent of the fires 
involved special property 
such as fields, roadways, 
open lands etc. Residential 
fires accounted for approxi- 
mately 32.7 percent of the 
fires. The remainder of the 
incidents involved a variety 
of properties such as mer- 
cantile, industrial, manufac- 
turing, schools, public assem- 
bly and institutional fires. 

Additionally, there were 
554 civilians and 419 fire 
service personnel injured by 
fires in Maryland during CY 
1993. Also, 94 civilians and

Near normal rainfall and 
cooler than normal 
temperatures continue to 
favor improvement in crops 
which were in dire straits 
during July. Some corn was 
cut for silage and pastures 
are making a comeback. 
Peach harvest is in full 
swing and harvest of early 
apple varieties is beginning. 
Maryland State Fair is the 
last week of August. 

Soil conditions continued 
to improve and an average of 
6.0 days were suitable for 
fieldwork during the week, 
according to the Maryland 
Agriculture! Statistics 
Service. Across the state, 
topsoil moisture was five 
percent very short, 43 
percent short and 52 percent 
adequate. Subsoil moisture 
was 10 percent very short, 
58 percent short, and 32 
percent adequate. 

Statewide, hay supplies 
were short to mostly 
adequate and pastures 
averaged very poor to fair 
condition, improving. 
Peaches and apples averaged 
in mostly good condition.

National Ag Poll 
Sandoz Agrocommissioned the Gallup organization 
to conduct telephone interviews with a random sample of 
1,200 farmers between the ages of 18 and 65 who currently 
are involved in farming at least half-time and farm 240 acres 
or more The individual interviewed was the male or female 
head of the household capable of discussing farmers con- 
cems regarding environmental issues. The national survey 
has a margin of error of plus or minus 2 8 percent. Some of 
the most interesting results from the study are summarized 


below 









*Farmers beheve that the most serious environ- 
mental problem associated with agriculture is the contam1- 


nation of ground water. surface water, and soil by pesticides 
and fertilizer Although only 11 percent of the farmers think 
contamination of food supplies by pesticides is a serious 
concern, 38 percent think the general public considers 
contamination of food to be the most serious agriculture- 
relatedenvironmental problem. Farmers beheveoverw helm- 
ingly that the best way to reduce the public's concern about 
environmental issues associated with agriculture isthrough 
better public understanding and education 

“Sixty percent of farmers say that their personal 
level of concem about environmental issues has increased 
over the past five years; 80 percent say that the general 
publ s concern has increased during that period of time 
Most attribute the increase in concern to higher levels of 
awareness of environmental issues. [lowever. 25 percent of 
the farmers say their personal concern has increased be- 
cause the problems are getting worse 

“Most farmers think that the general public sees 
farmers’ behavior with respect to the environment as being 
responsible However 20 percent think that the general 
public considers farmers to be somewhat irresponsible 
Eighty -nine percent of those respondents say farmers donot 
deserve the negative image They attmbute the negative 
image of farmers to an uninformed and uneducated general 
public and negative publicity and media coverage 

“By and large. farmers do not think that the general 
public understands the environmental safeguards that are 
currently in place to ensure safety. 85 percent think that the 
public does not understand the safeguards very well How- 
ever, 80 percent of farmers think that the current safe- 
guards aresulficient Male respondents are more likely than 
female respondents to consider the current safeguards as 
sufficient 

“Although one-quarterof the farmersthink thatthe 
image of farmers in general regarding environmental re- 
sponmibility is improving, 43 percent say it 18 getting worse 
Those who think that the reputation of farmers 1s getting 
worse say that the concerns are being magnified by the 
media Those who think the image is improving say it 1s 
because the public is becoming better informed. the fact that 
there is actual improvement in farming operations, and 
positive media coverage 

“Farmers asa group appear to accept responsibility 
for correcting agriculture-related environmental problems 
Although one-third of the respondents say that farmers, the 
government, and manufacturers share responsibility for 
corrections. another 39 percent say that the farmers alone 
have reaponsibility forcorrecting deficiencies When it comes 
to asaigning responsibility for educating the public about 
farmers and their environmental actions. farmers feel they 
still have @ key role, but they think that the government, 
manufacturers, media. schools, and other groups share the 
responsibility One-third of the farmers aay that they per- 
sonally have participated in efforts to educate the public 
about farmers and thew environmental actions, usually as 
part of an effort by an organized farm support group

Tips On Freezing Fruits 
Most fruits can be frozen satisfactorily, but the 
quality of the frozen product will vary with the kind of fruit. 
stage of maturity and type of pack 

Generally, most flavors are retained by freezing. Tex- 
ture may be somewhat softer than that of fresh fruit. Some 
fruits require special treatment when packed to make them 
more pleasing in color. texture or flavor after thawing. Most 
fruits are best frozen soon after harvesting. Some, such as 
peaches and pears, may need tobe held a short time to ripen 

Wash all fruits in cold water before packing A perfo- 
rated or sire basket 1s useful for this task. Wash a small 
quantity at atime tosave undue handling, which may bruise 
delicate fruits such as bermes. Do not let fruit stand in the 
water 

In general, fruit is prepared for freezing in the same 
way as for serving. Large fruits generally make a better 
product is cut in pieces or crushed before freezing Many 
fruits can be frozen successfully in several forms 

Peel, trim, pit and shice fruit. Prepare enough fruit for 
two or three quarts at one tune. especially those fruits that 
darken rapidly. 

If directions call for fruit tobe crushed. select one of the 
following methods for crushing fruit. Crush soft fruits with 
a wire potato masher. pastry fork or slotted spoon: if fruits 
are firm. crush with a food chopper For making purees. a 
colander, food press or strainer 1s useful 


Caution ...With Applications 
Of Insecticides 
Garden insects can be a problem nght up toharvest 
time. If you're applying an insecticide. make sure you read 
the [bel carefully for days after application before harvest 
ing. Even the same name insecticide in different formula- 
tions will vary in days before harvest. Also keep in mind that 
the damage you see may not effect the quality or quantity of 
the fruit or vegetable soon to be harvested. 


Peppers... Hot & Pickled 

This is a good year for peppers. If you have an overload 
of Hungarian. banana, chih or jalapeno peppers. you may 
want to try the following recipe 

4 lbs. of hot peppers 

3 Ibs. of sweet red and green peppers 

5 cups vinegar 

4 tsp. canning or pickling salt 

2 Tbsp. sugar 

2 cloves garlic 

Caution: Wear rubber gloves when handling hot 
peppers or wash hands thoroughly with suap and water 
before touching your face 

Wash peppers. If small peppers are left whole, slash 2 
to 4slits in each Quarter large peppers. Blanch in boiling 
water or blister in order to peel off'the skin. Cool and then 
peel Flatten small peppers Fill jars. leaving 1/2 inch 


headspace. Combine and heat other ingredients to boiling 
and simmer 10 minutes. Remove garlic and pour the hot 
pickling solution over peppers, leaving 1/2 inch headspace

Equine Sleeping 
Sickness Found 
In Maryland 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L. Walk- 
er has announced that east- 
ernequine encephalomyelitis 
(EEE), a virus that causes 
“sleeping sickness” in horses, 
has been found in Maryland. 
The EEE virus is spread by 
the bite ofi an infected mos- 
quito. 

“EEE is an extremely 
serious disease, with an 80 
percent mortality to horses 
and 30 percent to humans. It 
is a matter of public health 
and animal health concern,” 
Walker said. 

Maryland Department of 
Agriculture scientists at the 
Animal Health Laboratory in 
Salisbury diagnosed the 
disease as the cause of death 
of a horse in Wicomico Cou- 
nty in mid-July. The Yale 
University Arbovirus Re- 
search Laboratory confirmed 
the diagnosis. This is the 
first confirmed horse case of 
the fatal disease found in 
Maryland since 1991. 

“All horse owners should 
have their unvaccinated 
horses, ponies, mules and 
donkeys vaccinated immedi- 
ately by a veterinarian. It is 
also time for a booster shot 
for those animals vaccinated 
this past spring. There is no 
human EEE vaccine,” said 
State Veterinarian Dr. Hen- 
ry Virts. 

Cyrus Lesser, Chief of the 
Mosquito Control Section of 
the Maryland Depart ment of 
Agriculture, says the only 
known way of natural trans- 
mission of EEE to horses 
and humans is by the bite of 
an infected mosquito. 

“The virus has been found 
in mosquito samples from 
Dorchester, Prince George’s, 
Wicomico and Worcester 
counties. The good news, 
however, is that the mosqui- 
to population is low because 
of the drought,” Lesser said. 

“The EEE season will last 
through October. Until that 
tima, persons who frequent 
the outdoors should take 
adequate protection against 
mosquito bites. This includes 
the use of insect repellent 
and wearing a hat, long 
pants and a long sleeve 
shirt,” said Lesser.

Confidentiality of Student 


Records Policy 

The Garrett County Board of Education is required by 
its own policy and by Federal and State Law to annually notity 
eligible students and parents who have children attending public 
school of the policy regulating the handing of student records 
and the information contained within them Board of Education 
Policy 474 20 and Procedures 474 21. the “Confidentiality of 
Student Records Policy.” establishes the guidelines that the 
Garrett County Public Schools employ 

The provisions of this policy are intended to preserve 
the right of students and parents to have tull access to all official 
records about the students which are maintained by the Garrett 
County Public Schools, tohave removed trom these records any 
intormation about the student which is determined to be inaccu- 
rate of misleading: to enjoy confidentiala”y and privacy in regard 
to the disclosure of information contained in those records to 
outside agencies, and to provide for efficient student records 
management. 

Individual pupif records maintained by teachers or 
other school personnel under the provisions of this policy are to 
be confidential in nature, and access to such records may be 
granted to professionals who are directly involved with the 
educational process of the individual student in a teaching 
Quidance/counseling. or consulting situation. Individual student 
records, with the exception of such records as are designated 
as permanent, and with such other exceptions as provided by 
the law. should be destroyed when they are no longer able to 
serve professionals who are directly involved with the educa- 
tional process of the individual student in a teaching. guidance/ 
counseling, of consulting situation 

Institutions of elementary and secondary education of 
the Board of Education of Garrett County shailnot permit access 
to, or release of education records of students, or personally 
identifiable information contained therein (other than directory 
information), without the written consent of the parents of the 
eligible student. Education institutions of Garrett Co.nty, how- 
ever, shall make the cumulative records of a student available 
to officials of other elementary or secondary schools or another 
school system in which the student seeks or intends to enroll. 
The institution of elementary and secondary education of the 
Board of Education of Garrett County will forward without 
consent cumulative records on request to a school in which a 
student seeks or intends to enroll 

Directory information means the student's name, date 
and piace of birth, major field of study, participation in officially 
recognized activities and sports. weight and height of members 
of athletic teams. date of attendance, degrees and awards 
received, the most recent school attended by the student, and 
other simiiar intormation Directory information may be made 
Public without the consent of parents or eiigibie students 

The policy goes on to spell out the types of data ina 
Pupil record, the types of student records. and how the records 
are transferred between schools. individuals, institutions. and 
agencies 

if access to a Student's records is desired by an eligible 
student or parent, he/she should contact the appropriate school 
principal. In most cases, there is a charge for copies of student

ARE YOU GETTING 


Although most Americans 
are eating more grain-based 
foods, fruits and vegetables 
than ever, a recent national 
survey shows they’re still 
not getting enough for opti- 
mum health. 

The U.S. Dietary Guide- 
lines encourage Americans to 
nearly double their daily 
bread, cereal and pasta in- 
take, but a Gallup study 
shows most Americans are 
unaware of these guidelines. 
For example, the “Basic 
Four" have been replaced 
with five food groups. Al- 
though this change was 
made in 1990, only 19 per- 
cent of survey respondents 
knew there are five basic 
food groups. Only three 
percent of respondents claim 
to be “very familiar” with the 
Food Pyramid, the graphic 
which illustrates dietary 
guidelines. Another 24 per- 
cent said they are "somewhat 
familiar” with it. 

Another compelling find- 
ing is that 83 percent of 
survey respondents could not 
correctly identify the Bread, 
Cereal, Rice and Pasta 
Group as the basic food 
group from which Americans 
should eat the most daily 
servings. Because breads and 
other grain foods are at the 

Pyramid’s base, diets should 
be built around this group. 

In fact, USDA recommen- 
dations include eating a 
minimum of six daily serv- 
ings of bread and grain 
foods. Only five percent of 
those surveyed said they eat 
the recommended 6-11 daily 
servings of grain foods. The 
median respondent averaged 
just three servings. Ironical- 
ly, 74 percent incorrectly 
think they eat the "right 
amount.” 
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Home Economics 
ENOUGH GRAINS? 


Even after researchers 
explained the Pyramid’s 
grain food guideline, only 15 
percent of the respondents 
were "very likely” to increase 
their consumption to the 
recommended level. 

Misunderstandings about 
serving sizes could be one 


reason more Americans are 
hesitant about increasing 
their bread and grain con- 
sumption. Many people 
think eating 6-11 servings 
seems like e lot. But serving 
sizes are modest so the rac- 
ommended guidelines are 
easy to meet. For example, a 
slice of bread or one-half cup 
of cooked pasta is one serv- 
ing. A bun, bagel or muffin 
counts as two. 

Another reason for people 
not increasing their grain 
foods consumption is misin- 
formation. Fifty percent of 
survey respondents incor- 
rectly think bread is fatten- 
ing. However, increasing 
bread and grain consump- 
tion can actually reduce 
overall fat percentage by 
replacing high-fat, high-calo- 
rie foods. Grain foods also 
help satisfy hunger, which 
reduces the temptation to 
overeat. 

Gallup's survey of 1,000 
adult shoppers nationwide 
was commissioned by the 
Wheat Foods Council after a 
1991 study disclosed that 
half of the Americans sur- 
veyed didn’t know white 
broad is a wheat-based food. 
Both surveys have a margin 
of error of plus or minus 
three percentage points.

Six Receiving 
Post-Exposure 
Rabies Treatment 


Six area persons are 
currently receiving post- 
rabies exposure treatment 
following an incident 
involving a rabid skunk last 
week. Tina Buckel, sanitari- 
an for the Garrett County 
Health Department, reported 
this morning that the skunk 
entered property located on 
Old Frostburg Road, Finzel, 
early last week, and came 
into contact with three cats 
under a porch. The owners 
of the cats as well as the 
owners of a puppy in a 
neighboring yard are all 
receiving post-exposure 
treatment. 

Buckel explained that the 
family members failed to 
wait two hours before 
touching the pets which had 
apparently fought with the 
skunk, and therefore the 
humans may have been 
exposed to the deadly 
disease. The skunk may or 
may not have come into 
contact with the puppy, but 
the owners are being treated 
as a measure of caution, 
Buckel said. 

The three cats were not 
vaccinated against the 
disease, although the owners 
apparently had a scheduled 
appointment to do so later in 
the week. Instead of 
euthanizing the pets, the 
owners opted to follow the 
health department's six- 
month, double-cage quaran- 
tine procedure. This is an 
alternative to euthanization 
in which only one person is 
allowed to have contact with 
the pets, which remain in 
double cages for six months. 
They will be closely observed 
and monitored for signs of 
the disease.

all materials recycled within 
a subdivision and to the 
increasing cost of operating 
landfills. The state has man- 
dated that each county with 
a population of up to 
150,000 recycle 15% of its 
solid waste stream by Janu- 
ary 1994. 

The ordinance defines 
those materiala in the solid 
waste stream that are target- 
ed for recycling, including 
aluminum, vehicla battaries, 
glass, paper, plastics, steel 
cans, tires, white goods, 
appliances, scrap metal, 
wood waste, and yard waste. 

Although the “percentage 
of recyclable material in the 
waste stream is very high, 
we can only recycle materials 
for which methods of collec- 
tion, processing technology, 
and markets for reuse exist,” 
according to the ordinance. 

It was also indicated in 
the ordinance that some of 
the items listed would be 
collected by the county while 
others would be accepted or 
collected by private citizens, 
businesses, organizations, 
and other non-governmental 
entities.

MD Public Works 
Approves Funding 


For Stanton Mill 


The Maryland Board of 
Public Works recently ap- 
proved the request for 
$36,965 in state grant funds 
to the Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Develop- 
ment, Maryland Historical 
Trust, for the stabilization 
and partial rehabilitation of 
the Stanton Mill, located at 
Penn Alps, Grantaville. The 
mill has been in constant 
operation since its construc- 
tion in 1797, and was in the 
Stanton family until Penn 
Alps purchased it several 
years ago, according to 
Esther Yoder, Penn Alps 
spokesperson. 

The funding is the result 
of over three years of work, 
Ms. Yoder said, with the 
grant being written by Jack 
Dueck, Penn Alps and 
Spruce Forest manager. 
Douglass Reed of the Preser- 
vation Associates, Hagers- 
town, did the research for 
the request. The money will 
enable Tice and Tice Build- 
ers to stabilize the mill's 
foundation and roof until 
further work can be done. 
The walls are in need of 
renovation, as is the mill 
iteelf 

"This will be Phase | of 
the restoration process,” Ms. 
Yoder explained. 

The Stanton Mill has a 
long history of milling grain 
for flour for human con- 
sumption, and has been 
producing feed for animals 
for the past several years. 
The restoration work will 
begin while the mill is in 
operation, Ms. Yoder said. 

The approval of the grant 
funding was communicated 
to Senator John Hafer in a 
July 28 letter from Governor

strip and uses the water to 
generate electricity. DNR 
manages the lake by virtue 
of a lease agreement with 
Penelec. Because that lease 
will expire at the end of this 
year, negotiations are cur- 
rently underway between the 
two to come up with a new 
agreement. 

Roger Titus, a POA beard 
member, addressed the 
group this weekend, saying 
that this situation is proba- 
bly the most significant 
thing to ever happen to the 
lake. Titus was filling in for 
newly appointed POA Presi- 
dent Mike Belmonte, who 
was unable to attend the 
meeting. 

While the possibility of 
Penelec and'or DNR com- 
pletely abandoning the lake 
seems to exist, POA board 
member Ed King empha- 
sized that neither scenario is 
tealistic. King reported that 
three major concerns about 
the pending contract appear 
to exist among at least some 
of the property owners. 

Two of the concerns are 
that DNR will not continue 
to manage the lake and that 
current regulations will not 
stay in place, said King. “But 
indications are that both of 
those things will remain.” 

The third unresolved 
issue, however, is still a 
somewhat realistic concern, 
he noted, explaining that the

DNR Probing 
Fish Kill In 
Yough River 


The report of a fish kill 
this week in the Youghio- 
gheny River in the Crellin 
area is currently being 
investigated by the Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources Fishsries Division. 
According to Ken Pavol, 
Area Fisheries Manager for 
Garrett and Allegany 
counties, the department is

Pavol speculated that, if 
the cause was indeed a 
chemical dumping, it could 
have occurred in West 
Virginia, via Laure] Run.

Hagerstown Man's

A Hagerstown man 
pleaded no contest last week 
to the charge of probation 
violation in Garrett County 
Circuit Court.

Program Picnic 
Held At GCC 


Approximately 40 persons 
attended the recent picnic 
held at GCC to kick-off the 
college’s new Agricultural 
Management program that 
will start with this fall 
semester. Guests at the 
Picnic heard administrators 
of Garrett Community 
College and the University of 
Maryland speak about the 
need for the program and 
the various components of it. 

Following a welcome by 
Jim Allen, director of 
technology, Laurie Green, 
special assistant to the 
Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture, spoke about the 
importance of agriculture 
education today. “With the 
growth in world population, 
there is an increasing 
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demand for agriculture,” she 
said, and went on to point 
out the trend toward a more 
urbanized and highly 
technologicalagriculture that 
requires more education. Ms. 
Green discussed the many 
and diverse areas for 
agriculture graduates to 
enter in addition to farm 
production. 

Allen then explained the 
new two-year program that 
was developed cooperatively 
by Garrett Community 
College and the University of 
Maryland College Park 
Institute of Applied Agricul- 
ture, the smallest and largest 
institutions of higher 
education in Maryland. 
Noting the need for persons 
in agriculture to have 
training beyond a high 
school degree, Allen dis- 
cussed the two areas for 
which the program prepares 
students: farm production 
and agri-business and 
explained the distance 
learning component of the 
program. 

Garrett Community Col- 
lege President Dr. Steve 
Herman gave some back- 
ground of the Agricultural 
Management program that 
was developed as a result of 
the college's decision to focus 
its technological program on 
the natural resources of the 
area. He thanked Dr. Ron 
Seibel, director of the Insti- 
tute of Applied Agriculture; 
Dr. Ray Miller, vice-presi- 
dent of the College of Agri- 
culture; Delegate George 
Edwards; and former State 
Senator John Bambacus for 
their help in getting the 
program approved. 

Dr. Ron Seibel spoke 
about the computer link 
with College Park that will 
be a "great advantage” to 
Garrett County students 
who will have constant inter- 
actions with the campus of 
the University of Maryland 
through compressed video. 
He called the new technolo- 
gy “exciting and challenging.” 

Following the luncheon, 
guests were invited to partic- 
ipate in a distant learning 
demonstration with the 
computer link-up to the 
Institute of Applied Agricul- 
ture at College Park. As 
Allen pointed out, this tech- 
nology will permit students 
to take some of their classes 
from home with flexible class 
hours and to complete the 
program at their own pace. 
Students who graduate from 
the program will receive an 
associate of applied science 
degree from Garrett Com- 
munity College and a certifi- 
cate from the Institute of 
Applied Agriculture. 

Students may still regis- 
ter for courses in the Agri- 
cultural Management pro- 
gram in the fall semester

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A Detrimental Change... 


In a speech before the Maryland Association of 
Counties on Saturday, Governor Wm. Donald Schaefer 
endorsed the concept of a year-round schedule for 
Maryland public schools. The governor believes that 
utilizing such a schedule would provide for more 
efficient use of our school buildings and thus reduce 
the need for construction of new schools. Fundmg for 
new school construction is a major concern, partic- 
ularly since a 20 percent increase in the number ofi 
Maryland students by the year 2001 is predicted 

Under the year-round schedule, students still would 
receive their 10 weeks of vacation each year, but that 
time would be divided into 2-3 week increments four 
times per calendar year. 

Besides creating better utilization of school build- 
ings, proponents of the idea also believe that students 
would retain more of what they are taught if their 
studies are not interrupted by the long summer break 

We, however, believe the negatives of such a plan far

Finally, some school systems in California have been 
utilzing the year-round schedule for some time now 
and nearly everyone involved is clamoring to return to 
the traditional nine-month-on, three-month-off 
schedule. So the plan has already been tested and has 
apparently failed. 

Change can be fnghtening and difficult, and many 
times we are guilty of resisting beneficial change just 
because we are too complacent with the status quo. 
But in this case, we believe such a change would be a 


detmment rather than a benefit.

Partnership Oflers Guidelines For 
Discussing Drugs With Children 


The following article was prepared by the 

Governor's Drug & Alcohol Abuse Commission. 

As the back-to-school shopping quest begins, the 
Partnership for a Drug-Free Maryland reminds parents of 
their responsibility to take time out to discuss drugs with 
their children. 

Partnership officials want parents to remember that 
schools are often the site for adolescent and teen drug sales 
and that violence in schools is on the increase. In many 
areas, both urban and suburban, drugs and drug-related 
violence have spilled from playgrounds to hallways, often 
making schools dangerous places. 

The Maryland Partnership is using a series of rules 
developed by the Partnership for a Drug-Free America to 
help parents talk to their children. The rules are designed to 
act as guidelines and a starting place for ongoing parent- 
child dialogue. 

Rule #1: Understand Why. Almost always it’s 
rebellion, alienation, despair, peer pressure or some 
combination. As a parent, you have a powerful effect on how 
your kids deal with these things and whether they see drugs 
as an answer. One of the biggest deterrents is talking with 
your children about drugs. 

Rule #2: Take a Stand. The earlier you talk with your 
children about drugs, the better. Don't despair if it doesn’t 
seem to register. Weeks or months later you'll very likely 
hear your words coming back to you. 

Rule #3: Listen. When you talk to your kids about 
drugs, don’t do all the talking. Listen. Ask questions. Find 
out what they think. If you don’t listen to them they won't 
talk to you, much less listen to you. 

Rule #4; Set the Rules. Kids need to know exactly 
what the rules are. They must be clear, consistent, 
reasonable, and enforced. Every kid will try to find out 
exactly how far he or she can go. And drugs are no place for 
trial and error. 

Rule #5: Start Early. Just as surely as you need to 
teach your kids not to play in the road, you need to teach 
them about the dangers of drugs. It’s very possible they'll be 
exposed to drugs from kindergarten on. So say it early. Say 
it often. And be sure to match the message to your child’s 
age. 

Rule #6: Learn Symptoms. There are obvious 
symptoms of drug abuse. They don't necessarily mean drugs. 
But the more symptoms you see, the greater the likelihood. 
But you do have to look--carefully and often, because the 
symptoms develop gradually. 

Rule #7: Educate Yourself. It’s not a matter of 
learning the latest street talk. It’s a matter of learning why 
crack is so dangerous. That marijuana can often lead to hard 
drugs. That every illegal drug has the potential of causing 
catastrophic damage to your child. 

Rule #8: Get Involved, Perhaps the single biggest 
deterrent to drug abuse is communication--simply talking 
with your kids about drugs. That’s almost impossible unless 
you've built a foundation. By doing things with them. By 
getting involved with their school and their sports. By 
knowing their friends. 

Rule #9: Ask for Help. If you don’t feel you're getting 
anywhere when talking to your children, ask for help. Your 
school may have a drug counselor. Your doctor or county 
health organization can give you a referral. You can also call 
the national help line at 1-800-662-HELP. 

Rule #10: Don’t Preach, When you talk to your kids, 
don’t preach. If a conversation lasts more then five minutes, 
you're preaching. Better to have lots of five minute 
conversations. Kids have short attention spans and shorter 
memories. 

According to the Maryland Partnership, the rules are 
meant to be used as tools to maintain open communication 
with their children. (For more information on how to talk 
with your kids about drugs, call for a free copy of A Parents 
Guide to Prevention, at 1-800-624-0100. The guide is 
advertised by the Partnership and distributed by the U'S. 
Department of Education, which has mailed more than 17

Continued from Page A-1 
ers at the public hearing 
that the county does not 
intend to interfere with any 
individuals, organizations, or 
businesses already involved 
in recycling. 

"The county encourages 
this practice to meet the 
state’s mandate,” said Glot- 
felty. "However, the county 
must document the quantity 
and type of materials recy- 
cled from the waste strearn.” 

The ordinance specifies 
that, in order to obtain the 
proper documentation, all 
recyclers, including all coun- 
ty licensed junkyards in- 
volved in recycling any mate- 
rial listed in the ordinance, 
will be required to file a 
registration form with the 
Garrett County Solid Waste 
Director. 

Glotfelty emphasized that 
the document does not re- 
quire recycling - just the 
reporting of it. 

The ordinance also speci- 
fies the enforcement of the 
recycling regulations, and 
provides that any violation of 
any section of the ordinance, 
including failure to register 
or provide recycling docu- 
mentation to the recycling 
coordinator is a misdemean- 
or, subject to a fine of not 
less than $25 per day. Any 
individual, organization, or 
business, found in violation 
will also be subject to the 
county issuing an injunction.

BRING BACK YOUR 
WOOD CUTTING 
BOARD 


If you have seen the first 
article on wood cutting 
boards in the newspaper a 
few months ago, it was not a 
fluke! Scientists took the 
results of a study at the 
University of Wisconsin 
seriously. Follow up research 
confirmed the results ob- 
tained by microbiologists at 
the University. 

When wood and plastic 
cutting boards were purpose- 
ly contaminated with bacte- 
ria such as E. Coli, the bac- 
teria could not survive more 
than three minutes on wood 
cutting boards while they 
flourished on plastic cutting 
boards. Even if the wood 
cutting boards were left over 
night uncleaned, the bacteria 
did not grow on wood. 

This surprising result 
promoted the researchers to 
repeat the experiment with 
different types of wood such 
as maple, walnut, ash, beech, 
cherry, oak, etc,, and various 
types of plastic, such as 
polyacrylic, polystyrene, 
polyethylene, and hard rub- 
ber. Bacteria selected were 

E. Coli, Listeria, and Salmo- 
nella. The results of this 
study were just about the 
same: bacteria did not re- 
main on the wood products, 
but multiplied on the plastic 
surfaces. 

More studies by other 
scientists will be conducted 
in the future, stay tuned. 

What does that mean for 
food safety in households? 
Certainly not that one can 
become complacent about 
food safety. It does mean 
though that grandmother’s 
wood cutting board can be 
taken out the back of the

cupboard and used again. 
New boards may be bought 
and used without fear of 
contamination. 

Whether wood or plastic, 
all cutting boards should be 
thoroughly cleaned by the 
following methods. In the 
dishwasher with steaming 
hot water aud detergent. If 
you do not have, or prefer 
not to put the wooden cut- 
ting board into a dishwasher, 
hand-scrub it well in hot 
soapy water and then rinse 
in hot water. Periodically 
sanitize all cutting boards in 
a solution of two teaspoons 
chlorine to one quart of water. 

If you plan on buying new 
cutting boards, choose those 
not having nooks and cran- 
nies that would make clean- 
ing time consuming and 
difficult. Check the wood for 
being of close grain and 
smooth. 

Research at this time 
shows that both wood and 
plastic types of cutting 
boards are acceptable if

Atherton then stated, "We 
can’t say there will never be 
a sale. You'll just have to 
take us on faith.” 

Concerning the proposed 
schedule of water releases, 
Atherton also told the group 
thet Penelec has attempted 
to “strike a balance” between 
the needs of all the direct 
and indirect users of the lake 
waters, including whitewater 
rafting compenies and recre- 
ational fisheries interests. 
Atherton said the water 
release plan would also take 
into account the trend of a 
longer lake recreational 
season. 

According to a news re- 
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lease issued by Penelec this 
week, “recreational opportu- 
nities will improve for boat- 
ers, whitewater rafters, and 
anglers using Deep Creek 
Lake and the Youghiogheny 
River under a plan recently 
submitted by Penelec to 
DNR. 

“Under the plan, Penelec 
would, except during ex- 
tremely dry weather, emer- 
gencies, or dam or lake 
maintenance, fill the lake in 
late spring and maintain it 
at levels suitable for recre- 
ation through the Autumn 
Glory Days festival in mid- 
October. During this period 
monthly drawdowns woukl 
be restricted to 15 inches or 
less per month. 

"Penelec would institute 
plant operating procedures 
designed to enhance white- 
water boating. The proce- 
dures woukl include releases 
of water, under most condi- 
tions, into the river every 
Friday and one designated 
Saturday each month from 
May to September. 

"Penelec would maintain 
a minimum flow and water 
temperature in the river 
downstream of the plant to 
enhance recreational fisher- 
ies and release cold water 
into the river as need to 
enhance brown and rainbow 
trout fisheries.” 

The plan is awaiting 
approval by DNR and, if 
approved, will be incorporat- 
ed into a state permit 
(known asa Water Appropri- 
ations Use Permit) that will 
allow Penelec to continue 
utilizing the lake to operate 
the power station. 

"We have requested use of 
the same amounts of water 
historically used for genera- 
tion - an average of 94 mil- 
lion gallons of water a day 
during wet years and a max- 
imum of 420 million gallon 
in any day,” said Atherton. 

Because the plant will 
have to operate under the 
regulations of Maryland 
beginning January 1, 1994, 
Penelec has been working 
with DNR for about two 
years in coming up with a 
plan 

“We think we’ve come up 
with a plan which will sub- 
stantially enhance recre- 
ational opportunities in the 
river and the lake, and one 
which the users of these 
natural resources will find 
acceptable,” stated Atherton. 

A public informational 
hearing on the plan will be 
held Seturday, August 28, at 
1 p.m., at Garrett Communi: 
ty College The record for 
comment will be held open 
for 30 days. Following that, 
DNR will make a decision on 
the matter. 

Penelec officiale have 
reported to Belmonte that a 
draft copy of the proposed 
operating plan hae been 
place in the Ruth Enlow 
Library.

against rabies, and will be 
observed for six months, 
Buckel said. The skunk was 
confirmed rabid last Thurs- 
day by the health depart- 
ment - the county's eighth 
case of the year. 

Persons are strongly 
advised not to touch their 
pets immediately following 
an assumed encounter with 
a poasibly rabid animal. The 
virus can survive as long as 
two hours on a pet's coat 
following the encounter, 
Buckel said, and humans 
should not come into contact 
with the pet for at least that 
length of time. Rabies can be 
a4 fatal virus for humans and 
pets, and persons must use 
extreme cautlon when deal- 
ing with a wild animal that 
is behaving strangely and is 
believed to be diseased. 

The health department 
will be offering low-cost 
rabies vaccine clinics in 
September. The exact dates 
and times will be announced 
in the near future, Buckel 
said.

It was just over a yeur ago 
that I visited the little town of 
Eisenach, in what used to be 
East Germany Eisenach has 
twovery special claimsto fame 
It was here that Johann 
Sebastian Bach was born and 
made his first explorations into

Eisenach 1s alsothe home of 
the magnificent medieval for- 
tress, tho Wartburg, where the 
Elector Fredrick the Wise hid 
Martin Luther for 1] months. 
while he translated the Bible 
into the German language 
Tounng the castle, we were 
shown Luthers Room, where 
between May 4. 1521 and March 
6. 1552 he Inbored to put the 
Bible intoa language his people 
could read We saw the black 
mark on the wall that is said to 
be the one that Luther caused 
when he reportedly threw his 
inkwell at the devil’ 

THE REAL ISSUE 

Sometimes | am asked 
whether | beheve in the devil 
and | usually respond that | 
neither deny him oralfirm him 
Unlike Luther and many oth- 
ers, | have never expenenced 
the devil as a person, but 1 do 
not deny that others have It is 
interesting to note that “devil” 
is simply “evil” with a “d" 
added Tam quite certain about 
the last five letters ofthat work, 
but [just don't know about the 
“d” For me it is quite enough 
to beheve in God and Christ 
without having also to beheve 
in the devil--as a person That 
doesn't mean Ido not believe in 
the power ofevil inthe world, | 
just don't know whether that 
pow erts a person or something 
else, a “he” or an “it 

The real issue is the exist- 
ence and pervasiveness of evil 
inthe worldandinourlives We 





are told that one night Thomas 
Carlyle took Ralph Waldo 
Emerson through the dark 
strocts of one of Landon’s worst 
sectiona and commented "Do 
you believe in the devil now?” 
One can hardly read the news- 
paper, watch TV or walk 
through the city without find- 
ing many evidences of the de- 
structive powerofevilall around 
us Moral rot is every™ here 

Furthermore we dont even 
have to look beyond our own 
lives Carl Sandburg had one of 
his characters say “When | 
doubt thereis anevilone, Lhave 
only to look into myself There 
he is. the chiefof all evil * 1. too, 
have found evil in my own hife- 
-nwhat [havethought, in what 
Thave said. in what [have done, 
and in what | have failed to 
think, say or do 

THE DEVIL'S WILES 

So, | can appreciate the con- 
cern of the writer of Ephesians, 
whether we are able to “stand 
against the wiles of the devil” 
(611) And f can understand 
what he means when he says. 
“we are not contending against 
flesh and blood, but against 
pnocpalities, against the pow- 
ors, against the world rulers of 
this present darkness, against 
the spiritual hosts of wicked- 
ness in the heavenly places” 
(6.12) The (Devil of our world 
is extremely powerful and de- 
structive 

Inthe face of all ofthis, what 
can we do with what can we 
armours Ives withtowithstand 
this demonic reality? Tanks. 
guns, planes. and atom bombs 
come quickly to mind when we 
think of weapons to guard 
against a (evil of such great 
proportions But two great 
world wars andahalfacentury 
of the cold war have demon- 
strated to us that these weap- 
ons can kill and destroy other 
people, but they cannot eradt- 
cate evil 

That's why Ephesians’ an- 
swer seems so utterly mdicu- 
lous What is this whole ar- 
mor of God” that we ar to put 
on to protect us” Truth' Righ- 
teousness' The gospel of prac 
Faith' Salvation’ The word of 
God! And, “Pray at all times in 
the Spint. with all prayer and 
supplications”' (6 11-14) 

It seems so little in the face 
of such # monstrous power or 
person--but it is enough Try it

Marylanders’ 
Entertainment 
Spending Steady 


Marylanders spent about 
$438.5 million on taxable 
entertainment during fiscal 
year 1993, just about the 
same amount as during the 
previous fiscal year, accord- 
ing to State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein. Fiscal 
vear 1993 ended June 30, 
1993. 

While spending for 
amusement rides, golf and 
athletic events increased, 
Marylanders spent less on 
motion pictures, shows and 
exhibits, live theatre and 
concerts and coin-operated 
amusement devices. 

Garrett County's share of 
the revenue is $236,861, 
compared to $209,739 the 
previous year. 

“All of the entertainment 
spending generates admis- 
sions and amusement tax 
revenue which our office 
collects for Maryland's coun- 
ties, cities and towns,” Gold- 
stein said. The comptroller 
noted that local governments 
have received a total of 
$30,139,124 as their share of 
the admissions and amuse- 
ment tax receipts for fiscal 
year 1993. 

"The total fiscal year 1993 
distribution is almost one 
percent more than the $29.8 
million we returned to the 
local governments for fiscal 
year 1992,” Goldstein said. 
"We collect this revenue at 
rates set by local officials 
and return the money to 
local governments each quar- 
ter.” 

Last month, the Comp- 
troller’s Office sent checks 
totaling $6,883,560 to Mary- 
land’s counties and cities 
and towna as their share of 
the admissions and amuse-

for the fourth quarter of 
tiscal year 1903. That distri- 
bution was 13.3% less than 
the $7,936,030 the subdivi- 
sions received for the last 
quarter of fiscal year 1992. 

Statewide spending for 
athletic events in fiscal year 
1993 increased by about 
17.5% over the same period 
of the previous year, to more 
than $67.3 million. Mary- 
landers also spend nearly 
$13 million on amusement 
rides, an increase of about 
18% over fiscal year 1992. 

“Last year's mild weather 
in November and Deceinber 
also contributed to increased 
entertainment spending,” 
Goldstein said. "For example, 
golf greens fees and cart 
rentals were responsible for 
consumer spending of more 
than $42 million, up 6.3% 
from fiscal year 1992." 
Spending at driving ranges 
and miniature golf courses 
also increase by 7.46%, to 
$8.4 million. 

As expected, winter sports 
enthusiasts took advantage 
of the blizzard in March and 
spent nearly twice as much 
for skiing and ski rentals 
compared to the same period 
in the previous fiscal year. 
The total spending in this 
category in fiscal year 1993 
amounted to about $3.2 
million, up 23.8% from fiscal 
year 1992. However, spend- 
ing for skating and skate 
shoe rentals registered a 
sharp decline of about 12.6% 
to $3.4 million in fiscal year 
1993. 

Spending on movie admis- 
sions decreased by about 5% 
to about $73.6 million. 
Theatre and concertgoers 
spent $13.5 million, down 
abut 20%. Spending at ar- 
cades for coin-operated 
amusement devices also 
decreased by 3.7%, to $41.8 
million. 

During fiscal year 1993, 
the Maryland Stadium Au- 
thority received $3,173,784 
as its share of admissions 
and amusement tax receipts.

\ISDE Reports 
On Increase In 
SAT Scores 


Maryland’s SAT scores 
rose slightly this year, 
ontinuing a three-year 
upward trend in the 
performance of students on 
the major college admission 
test, according to a spokes- 
person from the Maryland 
state Department of 
Hducation. 

Maryland seniors scored 
131 on the verbal test, seven 
points above the U-S. 
average of 424. On the 
mathematics test, Maryland 
and U.S. students both 
scored 478, a two-point gain 
in Maryland and the nation 
since last year’s test. 

Nearly two out of three 
Maryland high school seniors 
66 percent) took the SAT 
in 1993, a higher rate of 
participation than all but II 
other states. Nationally, 43 
percent of high school 
seniors took the test. With 
the exception of New 
Hampshire, states with 
higher scores than Mary- 
land’s had lower rates of 
participation, meaning that 
average scores in those 
states reflect the perfor- 
mance ofionly the most able 
students. In contrast, 
Maryland’s average SAT 
scores represent a relatively 
broad range of students. 

"We are pleased that the 
1993 scores continue a 
gradual improvement inSAT 
scores and that our 
participation rate is one of 
the highest,” Deputy State 
Superintendent Bonnie 
Copeland said. “At the same 
time, we expect to see more 
significant gains in future 
years as school improvement 
efforts across the state boost 
the learning of all our 
students, including those 
preparing for college.”

In the past three years, 
African Americans have 
raised their SAT scores by 
seven points, slightly closing 
the gap with white students. 

The percentage of Mary- 
land’s SAT test takers who 
are African American rose 
from 19 percent in 1988 to 
23 percent this year. Nation- 
ally this year, African Ameri- 
can students accounted for 
11 percent of test takers, the 
spokesperson reported. 

Data on the SAT released 
by the College Board, which 
administers the test, provide 
evidence that Maryland’s 
schools produce slightly 
more high-scoring students 
than do schools of other 
states. For example, three 
percent of Maryland student 
and two percent of U.S. 
students score 650-690 on 
the verbal test, and five 
percent of Maryland stu- 
dents and four percent of 
U.S. students score 600-640 
on the saine test. In mathe- 
matics, Maryland students 
are closer to the national 
average, though slightly 
more Maryland students 
earn top scores. 

Maryland’s college-bound 
students also take a heavier 
academic load that the na- 
tion’s college-bound 
students. Half of Maryland 
students and 42 percent of 
U.S. students who took the 
SAT took 20 or more courses 
in major academic subjects. 

As in past years, 1993 
SAT data reveal that high 
scores are associated with 
high family income and high 
education levels of parents. 
High scores are also associat- 
ed with the smallest high 
schools (those with fewer 
than 100 students in the 
senior class) and with high

The Upward Bound Re- 
gional Math/Science Center 
at Frostburg State Universi- 
ty successfully concluded its 
second year this summer.

“third year of the program. 

The Regional Math/Sci-

fish and other creatures 
testing oxygen and conduct- 
ing various experiments. 
“Trips to study wetlands, 
streams, forests and soil 
conservation and a week- 
long trip on the Chesapeake 
Bay gave the students a real 
hands-on approach to aca- 
demics,” stated Jay Hege- 
man, program director. 

A balance of classroom 
and field experience is incor- 
porated into the Math‘Sci- 
ence Center. According to 
Hegeman, the healthy bal- 
ance of work and woods 
makes for a successful pro- 
gram. 

“It’s an academic pro- 
gram, but we try to reach a 
balance because we're also a 
field-based program,” he said. 

For some of the students 
from inner cities, the period- 
ic trips into the woods intro- 
duced the teenagers to the 
environment. These first- 
time experiences were the 
“real games’ of the program, 
Hegeman said. 


“The students get into the 
dirt. They are putting their 
hands--literally--into their 
work,” he said. 

Planning ahead for the 
third year of the Math,Sci- 
ence Center, Hegeman is 
hoping to create an intern- 
ship program for returning 
students. The internship will 
allow the students to contin- 
ue their studying of math 
and sciences and offer a 
different perspective. 

“The students will actual- 
ly be working with profes- 
sionals in the field,” Hege- 
man explained.

MVA Recommends Motorists Know 
About Insurance Laws And Penalties 


Marylanders pay approxi- 
mately $12 million yearly in 
penalties to the state when 
they drive their uninsured 
motor vehicles. In spite of 
Maryland Motor Vehicle 
Administration efforts at 
stepped up publicity, the 
MIVA says the driving public 
1s unaware that certain laws 
exist that could fine them 
substantially. 

“People are really sur- 
prised when they are told 
that they owe money be- 
cause they failed to return 
their license plates after 
their insurance terminated. 
When we explain the law to 
them, they are surprised and 
angry that they have to pay 
a penalty,” says Marjorie 
Murphy, director of the 
MVA Financial Responsibili- 
ty Division. “Our counter for 
customers to straighten out 
insurance problems is often 
the busiest one in the build- 
ing. Time lost while waiting 
for other cases to be resolved 
does not always add to cus- 
tomer satisfaction which is 
what we trv to achieve here 
I know this uninsured prob- 
lem is equally great through- 
out all our MVA offices 
statewide,” said Murphy. 

The solution, MVA offi- 
cials say, is for vehicle own- 
ers to be “financially respon- 
sible,” know the status of 
their insurance to make sure 
it continuously affects their 
vehicle and know that the 
law requires all registered 
vehicles to be insured at all 
times at a minimum of 
$20,000 40,000 for bodily 
injury hability and $10,000 
for property damage. 

Those in violation are 
penalized $150 per unin- 
sured vehicle for the first 30 

days, and beginning the 31st 
day, they are charged $7 for 
each additional day that 
each vehicle 1s uninsured 

MVA will not renew any 
registration nor issue a new 
registration to any titled 
vehicle of an owner or co- 
owner after he or she is 
named in an insurance viola- 
tion 

"We want the average 
motorist to know their insur- 
ance requirements and to 
realize how stiff the penal- 
ties are if they are outaide of 
the law We are aware of the

Farm Bureau has urged 
Congress to pas legulation

Harry Bell American 
Farm Bureau Federation 
vice president testified be- 
fore a House Agnculture sub- 
committee in support of a bill 
(H.R 1627) introduced by 
Reps Ros Row land (D-Ga ) 
Richard Lehman (D-Calif) 
and Tom Bliley (R-Va) The 
measure amends the Fed- 
eral Insecticide. Fungicide 
and Rodenucide Act (FIFRA) 
and the Federal Food Drug 
and Coxmetic Act (FFDCA)

Bell. who also serves as 
South Carolina Farm Bu- 
reau president said the bill 
replaces the outdated. zero- 
nsk Delaney Clause with a

“Scientists and experts 
in and out of: government 
have repeatedly stated that 
our food supply 1s safe. that 
there is noominous threat to 
publichealth Wedonot need 
radial change.”

*Overcompensating for 
fears of pesticides 18 a risk in 
itself a msk that might jeop- 
ardize an agricultural sys- 
tem that produces the safest 
most abundance and most 
affordable food supply in the 
world 

Farmers are continually 
striving to improve pest con- 
trol through new technology 
and more environmentally 
sound techniques such as 
integrated pest management 
(IPM) and biological controls 
But such goals take time and 
investment in research, Bell 
told the panel 

“If you tell cotton grow- 
ers how to control w hiteflies 
without insecticides. they 
willdoit Tell potato grow ers 
how to control late blight 
without fungicides and they 
will doit Tell apple growers 
how to control apple scab 
without fungicides and they 
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too. will do so 

“Policies based on the 
behefithat simply canceling 
pesticides improves food 
safety ignore the real world 
damage that pests inflict on 
crops andignore the changes 
in farming practices already 
under way.” he said 

Science has shown that 
most pesticide cancellations 
have httle effect on food 
safety but can have disas- 
trous effects on farmers and 
consumers. Bell said Under 
current regulations. farmers 
who grow “minor crops.” 
including most fruits and 
vegetables. are losing the 
ability to combat pests 

“Because minor cropsare 
grown on only a small per- 
centage of farmland and 
current regulations for pes- 
ticide registration are sobur- 
densome. chemical compa- 
nies cannot profit from mi- 
nor crop pesticides and are 
simply discontinuing them.” 
Bell said

Silage Harvest 


Underway 

Through the week ending 
August 22 Maryland farmers 
harvested 12 percent of their 
acreage for silage, well above 
last year’s one percent and 
slightly above the five year 
average of nine percent. The 
Marland State Fair is the 
last week of August 

An average of 59 days 
were suitable for fieldwork 
during the week, according 
to the Maryland Agricultural 
Statistics Service. Across the 
state, topeoil moisture was 
six percent very short. 44 
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percent short and 50 percent 
adequate. Subsoil moisture 
was six percent very short, 
63 percent short, and 31 
percent adequate. 

Statewide, hay supplies 
were short to adequate and 
pastures averaged mostly 
poor to fair condition. 
Peaches and apples averaged 
in mostly good condition. 
Field corn and soybeans 
were in poor to mostly fair 
condition, and sorghum was 
in fair condition. Spider 
mites continue to trouble 
soybeans. 

Maryland's progress for 
the week ending August 22 
was as follows, listing the 
item, this year’s percentage, 
last year’s percentage and a 
percentage for the 5-year 
average.

WEATHER 

Maryland weather for 
the week ending August 20 
had above norma! tempera- 
tures and below normal 
precipitation. Temperatures 
averaged 77.8 degrees. 3.5 
degrees above the normal of 
74.3 degrees for the August 
14 to August 20 period. 
Minimum temperatures 
ranged from 51 degrees at 
Oakland to 69 at Washing- 
ton National, but genérally 
in the mid 60's. Maximum 
temperature was 96 degrees 
at Smithsburg and generally 
in the low 90's. Precipitation 
averaged 0.35 inch, 0.68 inch 
below the normal of 1.03. 
Precipitation ranged from 
0.03 at Cumberland to 1.04 
inch at Washington Nation- 
al. Regional averages were: 
western, 0.21; north central, 
0.13; southern Maryland 
west of the Bay, 0.77; and 
the Eastern Shore, 0.39. 


Marvland Com 
Production Forecast 
Down 37 Percent 

The August 1 forecast 
production of corn for feed 
grain in 1993 is down 37 
percent from the 1992 corn 
output in Maryland. A small- 
er acreage and a drought 
reduced yield forecast both 
contribute to the drop in 
expected production. Below 
normal rainfall and very hot 
temperatures during critical 
development periods adverse- 
ly affected the outlook for 
corn, soybeans and other 
summer crops. The yield of 
soybeans is also expected to 
be affected by the dry, hot 
mid-summer July weather. 

However, the reduction in 
soybean yield due to harsh 
weather is expected to be 
partially offset by a larger 
acreage harvested this year. 

Corn for grain in Mary- 
land is expected to average 
90 bushels per acre com- 
pared to 124 bushels in 
1992. If August 1 expecta- 
tions are realized, farmers 
will harvest 410,000 acres of 
corn and production will 
total 36.9 million bushels, 37 
percent less than the 58.3 
million bushels harveeted in 
the state during 1992. Soy- 
bean production, forecast at 
16 milhon bushels, will be 
off 11 percent from 1992 if 
expectations are realizad 
Soybeans are expected to 
average 28 bushels per acre 
and 570,000 acree are fore- 
cast for harvest statewide 
All hay production for 1993 
is forecast at 617,000 tons, 
five percent less than the 
1992 output. An average 
yield of 2.94 tons per acre is 
expected from the 210,000 
acres expected for harvest 


| statewide. Commercial apple 


production, forecast at 44.0 
million pounds, is 6.0 million 
pounds less than last year's 
production. Commercial 
peach production is expected 
to amount to 12.0 million 
pounds, up 1.0 million 
pounds from 1992. 

The U.S. corn for grain 
production revision for 1993 
is 7.42 billion bushels, 22 
percent below last year's 
crop. The U:S. average yield 
per acre is forecast at 116 
bushels. The first soybean 
production forecast of the 
1993 crop is 1.90 billion 
bushels, down 13 percent

Maryland Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, Dr. J. 
Scott Angle, a soil microbiol- 
ogy professor at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland College 
Park, ie evaluating a group 
of plante called hyperaccu- 
mulators that can extract 
harmful metals from the aoil. 

Hyperaccumulators, 
which are mainly found in 
the Alpine areas of Central 
Europe, are plante that 
“have the unique ability to 
take up heavy metals, like 
cadmium and zinc, and con- 
centrate them into their 
foliage,” Angle said, adding, 
“Almost no other plants can 
tolerate the presence of 
metal in their tissue and still 
survive and be healthy.” 

The hyperaccumulators 
take up metals into their 
foliage “at concentrations 
many times higher than that 
found in the eoil," Angle 
said. After a 10- to 20-year 
period, “enough metal would 
be removed to eliminate the 
contamination and make the 
soil healthy.” Dr. R.L. 
Chaney, a scientist at USDA 
Beltsville--who ie Angle’s 
cooperator and the origina- 
tor of this technique--calls 
this process “green remedia- 
tion.” 

If proven successful, 
green remediation could save 
a lot of waste and a lot of 
money. “While toxic organics 
degrade in soil over a period 
of time, contamination with 
metals is essentially perma- 
nent eince the metals nei- 
ther leach from eoil, nor are 
they lost via volatilization to 
the atmosphere,” Angle said. 

He estimates the cost of 
remediating contaminated 
soils in the United States at 
billione of dollars. “(Green 
remediation) may seem like 
it takes a long time, but it 
would prove much lees ex- 
pensive since it coste about 
$1 million an acre to replace 
soil,” Angle said, adding that 
“once you take [hyperaccum- 
ulators] off the land, you can 
extract metals out of the 
plant. We would be eseential- 
ly mining the soil.” 

Angle said the ultimate 
goal of hie reeearch ie to find 
a way to tranefer the genes 
in hyperaccumulators re- 
sponeible for removing met- 
als into more common agri- 
cultural plants.
